Those who answered last 
week's SUN SURVEY are not 
in favor of the hiring of an 
45»ndustrial expert to help draw 
new businfues to Virginia 
0»clt Wiafcitogy^iiys A»en 
some sentiinent In ftivor ambng 
at least three City Councilmen 
and a handful of other city 
officials, this has not been borne 
out by the public opinion poll. 

Of those who replied to the 
question, "Should the city of 
Virginia Beach employ a full- 
time industrial development ex- 
pert to travel constantly in 
search of new industries for the 
city in the hope of broadening 
the tax base?", 61 per cfent 
said "No" and 39 per cent 
said "Yes." 

A number of those in op- 
position also included terse 
comments, somevalid and some 
invalid. One reader said, "Most 
of the citizens do not want in- 
dustry in Virginia Beach, or at 
least want to be very selective 
about it." This same person 
suggested, "There is much ev- 
idence that shows that industry 
does not form a tax base unless 
it occupies vast areas. Profit 
taxes go to the federal govern- 
ment." 

Another who replied, said, 
"Virginia Beach now has too 
many high salaried people on 
the payroll ... Industry would 
not come to Virginia Beach on 
account of high taxes." 

While the public opinion sur-

Two Chesapeake business 
men have established a special 
fund to serve as a reward for 
information leading to the arr- 
est and conviction of the assail- 
ant who shot and raped a 16- 
year-old girl in the Fair Mea- 
dows Estate region of Virginia 
Beach last Saturday morning. 
- ThA fund, whldi has becsn. 
named 'TTdenaler CiUzeiis for 
Law and Order", has been open- 
ed at the Princess Anne Plaza 
branch of First & Merchants 
Bank by Jubert P. Stone and 
Norman Lassiter. Stone told 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN the 
reward idea resulted from the 
intense public anger over the 
crime, and a desire to help 
bring the girl's attacker to 
justice. 

Stone said plans are being 
made to c6ntact other business 
men of the region and enlist 
their supp<^t in the endeavor, 
and that should the money not 
be used in this particular case 
the funds will be left in the 
bank and be made available 
whenever they may prove of 
value in the future. 

Anyone who may wish to con- 
tribute to the fund may do so 
in the form of cash or check, 
made payable to the Tidewater 
Citizens for Law and Order", 
and mailed to P. 0. Box 758, 
Portsmouth, Va., 23704. Those 
who desire additional informa- 
tion regarding the fund are in- 
vited to telephone 487-0621. 

Police reported that the girl 
said she was babysitting in an 
Elam Avenue home when three 
shots, two of which struck her, 
were fired through a window. 
She was dragged from the home 
by her assailant, who forced 
his way into the house by 'a 
locked front door, into a nearby 
wooded area where she was 
sexually assaulted twice. 

Police were summoned to the 



home by parents of the young- 
sters left in charge of the girl 
when they returned homie short- 
ly after 1 a.m. and found the 
front door of the home stand- 
ing open, their children alone 
in the home and the front win- 
dow of the home punctured by 
three bullet holes. 
, It Is surmised the «tU<^et 
was frightened off by sounds 
of police approaching the area, 
and evidence at the scene in- 
dicates he fled on foot. An all 
night search of the area and 
information from the girl re- 
sulted in apprehension of a 
suspect shortly before dawn. 
However he was released after 
thorough questioning by police. 

Search parties found the girl 
in a wooded region about a 
mile from the home in a dazed 
condUion with bullet wounds in 
her leg and shoulder. Her legs 
were badly scratched from un- 
derbrush in the region, the app- 
arent result of her ,wandering 
through the woods in an attempt 
to find her way back to safety. 

The girl was rushed to the 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach, where she is reported 
in satisfactory condition. Hos- 
pital officials told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN doctors decided 
not to attempt at this time to 
remove the bullets which struck 
her during the attack. 

Police described the assail- 
ant as a Negro male in his 
early 20's, 6 feet 1 inch tall, 
of slender, muscular build. At 
the time of the attack he was 
wearing a short jacket. Navy 
blue or black in color, and 
gray pants. Anyone believing 
they have information regard- 
ing the suspect should contact 
Virginia Beach police. 

Police are still conducting 
an around the clock investiga- 
tion of tte. crime and search 
for the man responsible.

Amendment 
On Water 
Defeated 

Despite efforts of Virginia 
Beach State Sen. Edward T.Ca- 
ton m, an amendment to a 
segment of the state consti- 
tution concerning State Corp- 
oration Commission control ov- 
er Norfolk's water lines in Vir- 
ginia Beach was soundly de- 
feated. 

Caton's amendment would 
have provided for SCC control 
of rates on municipal utilities 
outside the limits of the city 
that owns the utility. The act- 
ion was specifically aimed at 
giving the SCC control over 
setting the rates of water in 
Virginia Beach, although Nor- 
folk owns the lines and provides 
the water. 

The amendment was defeated 
31-8, although it was passed 
last week in the House of De- 
legates, The rate for water in 
Virginia Beach at present is 
much higher than In Norfolk. 

Caton was the only one of

Three Norfolk residents sus 
pected of a North Carolina arm- 
ed robbery and abduction re- 
portedly used the death of a 
Ft. Story soldier to cover up 
their participation In the crime. 

According to police' officials 
Thomas A. Willis, 19, stationed 
at Ft. Story; Michael L. McKen- 
zle, 22, Chester St., Norfolk; 
along with a 17-year-old girl 
and 15-year-old boy, both of 
Norfolk, allegedly took $22 in an 
armed robbery of Sawyer's 
Grocery Store in Camden, N.C. 

The robbers forced Herman 
Sawyer to accompany them as 
they fled the scene. Mrs. Saw- 
yer, according to police, fired 
four i5»hots at the fleeing auto, 
one of which struck the car. 
Police said Sawyer was later 
released unharmed a short dis- 
tance from the store. 

Police quote the suspects with 
saying that shortly after the 
release of Sawyer two members 
of the group, while still in North 
Carolina, became involved in an 
argument. At this time the acci- 
dental discharging of a gun re- 
sulted in the shooting of Willis 
in the chest. The group re- 
turned to Virginia Beach taking 
Willis to the Ft. Story dispen- 
sary, where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival. 

Virginia Beach detectives, 
summoned to the Ft. Story dis- 
pensary, said they were told 
by McKenzie and the two juv- 
eniles that Willis was shot when 
two or three Negro men in an- 
other auto stopped their car on 
the Ft. Story bypass of Shore 
Drive and became involved in 
an argument with Willis. In- 
vestigation, however, proved 
this story was a fabrication to 
cover up the crime in North 
Carolina. 

The t h r e e Norfolk residents 
are now in custody awaiting 
extradition to North Carolina to 
lace charges in Camden. Police 
officials said no charges would 
be placed in the shooting of 
Willis. 



Tolls Rise 

February was a profitable 
month for the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway, with all 
receipts above those of the 
same month of a year ago. 

Records show 831,000 vehic- 
les travelled the roadway dur- 
ing the month, and increase of 
226,000 vehicles over February 
of last year. Revenue from tolls 
amounted to $156,000 for a 
$42,000 Increase over revenue 
received during the same per- 
iod of 1968. 

The revenue from the Ex- 
pressway's operation was suff- 
icient enough to leave a sum of 
$138,550 after payment of oper- 
ating expenses. This sum was 
applied tu bonds used in build- 
ing the roadwayand was $25,217 
above the month's Interest on 
the bonds.

ing lot. 

No decision was made at the 
meeting, but the sentiment was 
that the building should be razed 
as soon as possible and that 
use for a city parking lot or 
for some other ground lease 
should be explored fully in the 
next two weeks before Council's 
regular meeting on April 14. 
A final decision Is expected 
then. 

Several Councilmen said they 
were against the sale of the pro- 
perty for a number of reasons. 
Colonial Stores, Inc., which 
owns land adjacent to the build- 
ing at one time wanted the 
property for a new store, but 
its bid was considered too low 
and was rejected. One city off- 
icial said recently that the food 
chain now is wlUlng to pay 
more. 

Use of the land for parking 
was discussed fully. It was re- 
commended that the lot be used 
as a revenue-producing facility, 
either city-operated or leased 
pending future city use. Other 
leased uses were also consid- 
^ered. In addition it was brought 
iut that the Dome parking lot 
might also be enclosed and a 
charge placed on that lot for 
parking. 

Councilman John McCombs 
objected, saying the free lot was 
a great drawing card. Other 
Councilmen said patrons of con- 
vention centers in other cities 
have to pay to park. 

Councilman Lawrence Mar- 
shall told Council that he had 



been an invUed guest at a meet- 
ing last week where represen- 
tatives of the Virginia Beach 
Hospitality House indicated 
their great Interest in using the 
building for the summers as a 
serviceman's center. The Dept. 
'^f Rtamtion and Parka had 
also noted interest lii uSIflg the 
building, but the building comm- 
ittee report showed the cost of 
renovation for ti»t use would 
be prohibitive. Council let it 
be known It was not In a mood 
to appr<q>riate any money for 
fixing up tije old building for 
anyttiing. The total appraised 
value of the building is $6,000. 

Representatives of the Hos- 
pitality House committee and 
the Princess Anne Woman's 
Club were to meet with Mayor 
Frank Dusch Wednesday to dis- 
cuss the possible use of ttie 
building, but It was ttie con- 
census that City Council Is more 
interested in a revenue produ- 
cer on the site. 

It was also announced at the 
informal session Ujat theCoun- 
cU of Civic Organizations had 
set a public meeting for Wed- 
nesdAy, April 9 at Princess 
Anne High School to discuss 
taxes, reassessments and other 
matters. The CCOlnvited mem- 
bers of City Council, ttie City 
Manager and any public official 
who would like to attend. It 
was pointed out by Assistant 
City Manager David Norman, 
who conducted the meeting In 
the absence of City Manager 
Roger Scott, that the meeting 
would be held whether city off- 
icials attended or not. 

Because of only a few Items 
pending. Council decided to 
forego an informal meeting next 
Monday and will meet Inform- 
ally again at 12:30 p.m. April

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The city, through its attorney 
and City Manager Roger Scott, 
noted its interest in the matter 
because "of the large number 
of schools and public buildings 
in the highly populated area ser- 
ved by the company. 

The company serves also 
about 5,000 homes in the areas 
of King's Grant, Kingston, Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza and Windsor 
Woods. 

During the two days of test- 
imony company representatives 
said the company is losing 
money at a rather rapid clip 
and would continue to do so, 
even with the hike requested, 
depending on depreciation of 
assets. 

One of the major bones of 
contention in the problem app- 
arently is a question over which 
assets of the company liave 
been fully depreciated ahd which 
had not, according to one source. 

During questioning, John X. 
Aragona, Jr. vice president of 
the company said the company 
had grown considerably in re- 
cent years, but was unable to 
tell the SCC how much money 
the company was worth, how 
many customers were served 
or how much it had made or 
lost in recent years. 

Other information was brou- 
ght out that the company's sew- 
erage treatment plants, often 
the subject during the summer 
of a big "stink" in some areas 
of Princess Anne Plaza, are 
already operating at capacity 
and will be watched closely. 
Other complaints were brought 
out that raw sewage has been 
in the streets at times and 
has created a health hazard be- 
cause of jMickup when no one 
at the company could be reached. 

Spokesmen said the different 
commercial establishments in 
the area were being charged 
vastly different rates, but found 
no evidence of any overcharge. 

No other utility companies 
which serve the city have re- 
quested any rate increases so 
far, pending the outcomie of the 
present case. 



Democratic 
Candidates 
Speak Here 

Two of the, three announced 
candidates tor the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination sub- 
ject to the July primary were 
in Virginia Beach over the 
weekend for speechmaking and 
politicking. 

Lt. Gov. Fred G.. Pollard, 
Jr. came first. He spoke Fri- 
day night to a group of pension 
experts, members of the area 
chapter of the International 
Association of Personnel and 
Employment Security. The 
meeting was held at the Ft. 
Story Officers Club. 

Pollard told the group he 
hoped the current Virginia Ad- 
visory Legislative Commission 
study of the state's employee 
retirement plan would raise 
the benefits if at all feasible. 
He said it would plac/Virginia 
in a good position in relation 
to other states. 

Saturday night William C. 
Battle addressed the Virginia 
Beach Branch of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers 
at Lake Wright Motel, 

The candidate discussed his 
four -point plan to protect con- 
s u m e r s. Specifically he ques- 
tioned carrying out of warran- 
ties, setting back of speedomet- 
ers and selling to customers 
who obviously cannot keep up 
time payments. 

He said the law should better 
define unfair practices and give 
the consumer more recourse. 
He also favored the establish- 
ment of a division of consumer 
affairs in the office of the att- 
orney general. 

While not naming State Sen. 
Henry E. Howell, Jr. of Norfolk 
by name. Battle refer red to gen- 
eralized attacks made on the 
business community and said he 
was opposed to the setting up 
of a watchdog committee to 
supervise public utilities. 

Howell is the thircj candidate 
seeking the Democratic nomin- 
ation in July.

Fires Keep Volunteers Busy 



Volunteers from the Kemps- 
ville and Davis Corner Fire 
Departments fought two major 
fires in the city of Virginia 
Beach within 16-h6urs last 
Thursday and Friday. 

Men of the Kempsville Vol- 
unteers put forth the heroic eff- 
ort for which all fireman are 
noted when they extinguished a 
fire at the Beamon & Lassiter 
Oil Co., near the intersection 
of Southern Blvd. and Princess 
Anne Road Thursday. 

Officials said an employee of 
the company sounded the alarm 
shortly before 11:30 a.m. when 
she phoned the dispatcher's 
office to report one of the co- 
mpany trucks was on fire. 

When Kempsville firefighters 
arrived on scene they found a 
partially loaded tanker iruck 
afire and still parked in the area 
of two fuel oil storage tanks. 
Disregarding their own safety, 
the men quickly moved equip- 
ment near the truck and ex- 
tinguished the flames preven- 
ting a possible explosion which 
could have resulted from igni- 



tion of fumes from the truck 
and/or the nearby surface 
storage tanks. Investigation 
showed the truck contained only ^ 
30 or 40 gallons rather than ' 
being fully loaded, which In- 
creased the danger of explosion 
due to the greater amount of 
fumes contained within the 
truck. 

Fyt.her investigation showed 
the two surface storage tanks 
were highly flammable. Al- 
though each tank had a capac- 
ity of 10,000 gallons of fuel 
oil neither tank was fully load- 
ed thus increasing the amount 
of fumes. The area of the fire 
was also located near an un- 
derground storage tank with a 
capacity of 1,000 gallons of gas- 
oline. 

An additional hazard, and 
creating the possibility of an 
explosion, was the presence 
of a bottled and bulk gas com- 
pany situated a short distance 
behind the oil company. 

At 3 a.m. Friday volunteers 



from Kempsville and Davis 
Corner were, summoned to 
battle a blaze in a small shop- 
ping complex at Indian River 
and Gammon Roads. 

When firemen arrived on the 
scene they found the office and 
shop of the home improvement 
firm of Surfa-Shield of Tide- 
water engulfed in flames. The 
flames were being fed by a 
large quantity of roofing ma- 
terial stored in the building. 
For the next three hours fire- 
men poured water onto the 
flames before bringing the fire 
under control and extinguishing 
it. 

Firefighters confined the 
flames and prevented their 
spreading to the offices of the 
adjoining offices of the Ameri- 
can T. V. Company. With the 
exception of a small amount 
of water seeping Into the buil- 
ding, this firm was undaniaged. 

An investigation Is still con- 
tinuing Into the causes of both 
fires, and a full monetary loss 
from the fires has not been set.

The budget will be cut. That 
appears now to be a certainty. 
With all city officials, including 
the City Manager and City Coun- 
cilmen, making every effort to 
trim everywhere possible, 
there is little doubt that the 
result will be a cut. But, of 
what magnitude, no one seems 
ready to predict with any cer- 
tainty. 

City Councilmen certainly do 
not want to see a tax increase, 
especially on top of last year's 
sharp increase and the current 
reappraisals which are hitting 
homeowners again at about 
three to four dollars a month 
in increased taxes. After all, 
next year is also a Council 
election year. 

But the cost of services has 
increased with 4iie demand for 
new services. City Manager 
Scott trimmed his budget well 
before giving it to Council. 
Now Council is holding long, 
exhaustive private meetings 
with department heads to de- 
termine where more cuts can 
be made. 



The school budget is an 
obvious target. Not one person 
in this city is really willing to 
see the qua I ity of educat ion here 
sacrificed to cut the budget. 
But there is still some hope 
that some non- instructional it- 
ems can be cut in order to 
stave off a real estate tax 
increase and perhaps actually 
to lower that rate as some Coun- 
cilmen wish, and say is poss- 
ible. 

Certainly we favor no tax 
increase on real estate this 
year. We favor cutting the bud- 
get wherever possible, to in- 
clude the school budget. We 
favor cutting the tax rate in 
light of the new appraisals, 
should they be allowed to stand 
as now seems likely. 

But next year we hope^here 
will not have to be another 
major bond issue voted in the 
fall after the City Council ele- 
ction. We expect a bond issue 
for educat ion anyway, but hope- 
fully it will not be a huge one 
because of avoiding hikes this 
year. . 



No Rubber Stamp 



Before the special session 
i»f #ie Vlr*ginia General As- 
sembly on constitutional re- 
vision began a month ago, it 
was obvious there would be 
some areas of conflict and some 
major point of controversy. 

The Harrison Commiss- 
ion document was genera I ycon- 
ceeded to be a good one that 
needed refining and pruning. But 
now there is no one who can 
put a "rubber stamp" label 
on the session. 

The 140 legislators have ex- 
amined each word of the new 
Constitution from every angle.

The space age school article 
was very Interesting. I am a 
brand new resident of Virginia 
Beach and read the Sun as a 
guide to what this city is like. 
As a former sailor of all kinds 
of fibreglass boats, from ding- 
hies to racing yachts, in Miami, 
I must take issue with some of 
Mr. Evan McCorkle's state- 
ments. They give the wrong 
impression about fibreglass. 

To begin with, as he says, 
fibreglass cannot hold a flat- 
wall shape. So the outer walls 
of school buildings would have 
to be concrete blocks or wooden 
shingles of whatever is most 
popular in this area. Secondly, 
fibreglass cannot replace win- 
dow glass unless you cut off 
all outside views and most of 
the daylight. Desks could be 
fibreglass. There is a great 
idea, if someone will design 
and build the intricate original 
molds. 
There is real potential value 



in fibreglass for small, every- 
day objects. Foreign countries 
use our skill and materials to 
build fibreglass shell project 
houses and schools too. Bat 
this means a totally different 
shape— always curved. I wooder 
if our city fathers are ready 
for such a radical ctaoge in 
desigrt? Many parts of a school 
could be fibreglass. Mr. 
McCorkle is quite right about 
that. But a totally fibreglass 
school is unfeasible, because: 

1. Fibreglass is not fir ^oof. 
Granted, the heat must be in- 
t«j)se to fir eitybut then, Whoosh! 
'2. Fibregl^s requres main- 
tenance. Rough finished, |t is 
unattractive and nei<te paint. 
Fine, gleaming finishes, such 
as boats have, get dull from 
weather and mustberefinlshed. 
The material is not as easy or 
inexpensive to maintain as it 
was originally thoi^ht to he 
fifteen years ago. 

3. The inside of a fibreglass 
shell or building echoes. Sound 
multiplies. A light footfall is a 
thump. 1 cringe at the thought 
of a hundred children shouting 
as only children can shout, with- 
in an all - fibreglass shell. 
Therefore, soundproofing would 
be extra expeftse. 

4. Fibreglass shell units 
could be built quickly, but 
square footage costs are equal, 
sometimes more than convent- 
ional schools, unless it's a very 
thin shell,, 

I must apologize to Mr. 
McCorkle for contradicting him. 
He is thinking many years in 
the future and I commend his 
farsightedness, fiut I'm a wo- 



man and I think practically of 
tomorrow and day after tomorr- 
ow and'Qie ki&' waiting to get 
into new schools right now, 
whettier ttiey are of wood, fibre- 
glass, cemoit or whatever.

bate on these subjects may postpone action 
on that article until the latter part of the 
special session. 

Realizing that in the future Virginia may have 
to look to new solutions to problems caused 
by rapid urbanization, Governor Godwin has 
urged the General Assembly to write into 
the Constitution authorization for a Commiss- 
ion on Local Government and regional units 
of government. 

The question of Constitutional authority 
came up in 1968 when the recommendations 
of the Metropolitan Areas Study Commission 
were being considere-l, and the Governor re- 
gards the Constituticiidl change as a means 
of removing p<jssible questions of this nature 
in the future. "' 

Approval of the authorization would in no 
way assure establishment oi a Commission 
or regional governments; these wuuld be im- 
plemented! only upon the vote of the General 
Assembly after the Constitution has been a- 
mendeU. 

According to educated guesses, the legis- 
lators should \und up their deliberatioriS on 
Constitutional revision withii. two weeks or 
so. Their proposals must then be ratified by 
the next regular session tf the General Assem- 
bly, which meets next January, Decisions on 
ali of the recommended chances will be made 
finally by Virginia voters in 1970. 

If the suggestion of the Commission on 
Constitutional Revision is adopted, the re- 
written document will replace the State's 
40-year old Constitution on July 1, 1971. 

The legislature, regardless of ecmtroversy 
and differences of opinion, has done a work- 
manlike job ami tos scruUnized carefully 
au I econim* nlations. The finished product 
that wiU sefve Virginia and Virginians into 
the 21st century should certainly reflect a ^ 
well done. 



Tough Job 



The makeup of the Virginia electorate coulc 
be altered considerably as a result of revisions 
in the State's Constitution which the General 
Assembly will put before the voters in Nov- 
ember, 1970. " 

As the Assembly continued deliberations on 
revisions, it appeared likely that it would 
sanction the six-month residency requirement 
recommended by the Commission onConstitu- 
tional Revision. Thirty-day residency in the 
precinct would be required under the new 
provision. 

At present, one must have been a resident 
of the State for a year and of the county, city 
or town for six months prior to rsgistering 
to vote. ~ - 

Members Qj.4he Legislature seemed gen- 
erally in arreement also that names of per sons 
who fail to vote for four consecutive years 
should automatically be removed from the 
resistration books. 

Another stipulation which could effect the 
composition of the electorate is a possible 
• literacy test." This could be in the nature 
of a requirement that the would-be voter 
apply in his own hairfwriting. Whatever the 
test, if one is recommended, it would have 
to be acted upon by the General Assembly. 

The biggest change of all would come about 
if the voting age were to be lowered to 18. 
Pressure for just such a move is emanating 
primarily from young people. How effective 
their arguments have been is not yet clear. 

Rather than take a firm staixl on the question. 
House of Delegates members have voted to 
refer the votii^ age limit to the people in a 
referendum. The Senate, ho* ever, is oo record 
as favorii^ the ret«Mon of 21 as the minimum 
voting age. lUs difference must be resolved 
before llM ^telal session is tenniiated.

Similarly, he can learn of outer-space from 
Star-Trek; or of the Marine Corps from Gomer Pyle; or of the 
space program from a launching at Cape Kennedy; or of the 
appearance of the moon's surface; or of how the earth looks 
from the vicinity of the moon; or of a presidential campaign 
by watching the campaign appearances and listening to the 
speeches of George Wallace, Hubert Humphrey and Richard 
Nixon. He can watch a lion hunt In Africa; a skiing contest in 
Innsbruck Austria; surfing in Hawaii; bullfighting in Sapin; 
rioting in Detroit; divorce court in California; war in Vietnam, 
a police department in operation; a hospital and Its problems; 
the Invaders; a farmer plowing his wheatfield in Kanses; the 
works of Michelangelo or DeVinci in Rome; he sees sex and 
the dollar made God-like; he sees women who traditionally 
have been the ones who have upheld the moral levels of humanity 
expose more and more of their bodies in their daily dress. 

At 15, today's teenager knows more about sex, immorality, 
war, the Pill, politics, alcohol, violence, corruption, marital 
infidelity, outer-space, hunting, sports, race problems and 
narcotics than those of us who are 40 years old or older knew 
when we were 25.

He Invents a wild Jungle-beat 
called rodt and roll; he wears long hair and the "real gone" 
types turn to narcotics. A small percentage even decides that 
the system needs changing even by violent methods, if necessary. 

With aU his faults, the vast majority are moredep«)dable; 
better figtters; mate kialistic; and iwjre intelligent than his 
pop. Brt be sure is as hard to mderstand by tte old folks as 
he was to his aacestors 25 hmdred years ago.

Three items on the April 8 
agenda of the Planning Comm- 
ission are expected to attract 
a number of residents for their 
hearings. 

Two applications, deferred 
twice, will be made by Wayne 
McLesky Jr. for change of zon- 
ing and use permits for the 
construction of townhoiises in 
the Chesopeian Colony area.

Mary was delivering a message 
to the Virginia Beach-Princess 
Anne Junior Woman's Club 
Tuesday night. In order to get 
through to the young mothers 
and wives attending the meet- 
ing Mary told the painful story 
of what happens when an in- 
dividual's country is overcome 
by the enemy and he has to 
fight for his "free life." 

Although Mary was born in 
Lawrence, Mass., she was liv- 
ing in Belgium when Germany 
invaded it in May, 1940. Bel- 
gium, at the time of the in- 
vasion, is described by Mary 
as "a small, clean country 
where people went about doing 
their work." They had read what 
was happening to other coun- 
tries, Mary said, and they would 
talk about it and then dismiss

it—nothing like that could 
happen in Belgium. But it did. 

Mary went to work for the 
underground movement and 
spent the next five years act- 
ively engaged in underground 
activities, excepting the time 
she spent in prison camp. 

Mary's description of the 
physical and mental pain she 
endured in this episode of her 
life is directed to one end~ 
she does not want the same 
thing to happen in America. 
There are many daily remind- 
ers here, including the riots 
and demonstrations, many of 
which are instigated by what 
Mary terms as "shock 
groups." 

She urged those present 
Tuesday night not to let our 
young people become brain- 
washed. "They cannot feel they 
have to go along with the 
crowd.. .we have to teach our 
young people the habit of think- 
ing through and analyzing sit- 
uations before becoming invol- 
ved." ' 

Mary's message, which she 
summed up as one involving 
faith, courage, love and unity, 
could also be stated in another 
way: Don't sit around and watch 
what happened in World War H 
happen again. Do something to 
prevent it now. 

One suggestion of hers, that 
of writing letters when and 
where it counts, was accepted 
as sound advice by the Virginia 
Beach-Princess Anne Junior 
Woman's Club. In their bus- 
iness meeting they decided to 
draft three letters; two to pol- 
itical sources and one to CBS 
to keep "Gentle Ben" on the 
air. The letters are to be sent 
from the club and cards from 
each member are being sent 
as well.

In Czechoslavakian, It'sBab- 
ovka; in Russian, KouUch; and 
in Polish, Babka. Whatever you 
call it, in any langauage, Easter 
just wouldn't be Easter without 
a light-textured yeast cake or 
bread to enjoy with cup after 
iup of warming coffee. 

Perhaps the embodiment of 
all the many Eastern European 
coffee cakes is the Babka. Baked 
In a round, fluted bundt pan, 
it gets its name from its dis- 
tinctive shape. The word Babka 
in Polish means old woman, 
the little lady who wears wide, 
flowing skirts. 

Our streamlined adaptation of 
the Babka has the qualities of 
the traditional recipe, plus 
some unique innovations. In 
addition to golden raisins, cinn- 
amon, and citron, its subtle 
sweetness is complemented by 
an almost imperceptible hint of 
coffee. Though you hardly know 
it's there, the coffee ingredient 
adds a delightful flavor accent 
to the cake. 

A cousin to the Polish Babke 
is the Babovka of Czechoslava- 
kla. As suggested by ite name, 
"^is yeast coffee breadrefdselr 
resembles its Polish relative, 
with a few minor variations. 
Usually, almonds are put into 
the batter as well as on the 
top of the cake, while the cinn- 
amon, lemon peel and raisins 
are omitted. The Russian Kou- 
Uch is also an excellent coffee 
companion, but it has a reputa- 
tion for being both delicious— 
and different. 

EASTER BABKA 

1/2 C. strong coffee 
1/2 C. evaporated milk 
1/2 C. soft butter or mar- 
garine 
1/2 C. sugar 
4 egg yolks 
1 pk. active dry yeast 
1 C. warm water (105-115) 
iGrated peel, 1 lemon 
1 teas, salt 
1 teas, cinnamon 
1/4 teas, baking soda 
4.1/2 to 5 C. aH-purpose 
flour (approx.) , 
IC. golden raisins 
Topping. 

Combine coffee and evaporat- 
ed milk; heat to scalding point; 
cool to lukewarm (100 degrees). 
Cream butter and sugar. Beat 
€gg yolks until thick and lemon- 
colored; stir into creamed mix- 
ture. Soften yeast in warm 
water; add with lemon peel, 
salt and cinnamon. Mix well. 
Add baking soda to lukewarm 




LAMB 

1 leg of milk-fed spring lamb 

2 c. hot brewed coffee 
1 tbl. sugar 

1/4 c. light cream - 

4 tbl. flour 

3 c. water 
Salt to taste 

1/2 c. cliced dried apricots 



Place lamb on rack in shallow 
open roasting pan. Dissolve su- 
gar in hot coffee; add cream. 
Pour about 1/2 cup of the mix- 
ture over lamb. Roast in a 325 
degree oven 30 to 35 minutes 
per pound or until meat ther- 
mometer registers 175 degrees 
to 180 degrees (depending on 
degree of doneness desired). 
Baste at intervals with remain- 
ing coffee mixture until roast 
Is done. 

Remove lamb from pan; keep 
warm. Pour off aU but 4 ta- 
blespoons fat, leaving brown 
drippings. Blend in flour. Add 
water slowly, stir ring constant- 
ly. Cook and stir until thickened 
and smooth. Add apricots. Sim- 
mer 5 minutes. Makes about 
3 cups gravy. Garnish lamb 
with parsley and chutney-tilled 
apricot halves, if desired.

1/4 cup blanched almonds

This is also the time to en- 
joy Milk-fed Spring lamb, and 
what better way than roast leg 
of lamb. Tender and succulent, 
It makes delicious eating when 
served with an unusual apri- 
cot-coffee gravy, tangy chutney 
a fresh vegetable combination 
and a crisp green salad. 

Leg of Lamb is gourmet fare 
simple enough for even a tyro 
cook. The only care required 
is frequent basting with a mix- 
ture of coffee, sugar and cream 
which enhances the flavor ofthe 
meat and gives it a rich brown 
color. 

\yhen the meat has reached 
the desired degree of doneness, 
remove from oven and keep 
w^m. Let it "set" for about 
15 or 20 minutes before carving. 
This allows time to prepare the 
savory coffee - apricot gravy 
from the pan drippings. The

Add new interest to your 
flower garden this summer with 
some of the new and attractive 
varieties. Plant breeders have 
done a terrific job in recent 
years in developing new colors 
and sizes of plants. You may 
"be like the little boy in the 
candy store. There are so many 
goodies from which to select, 
it is hard to know where to 
begin. 

Let's start at the bottom of 
the alphabet with zinnias. For 
many years these flowers were 
known for their gaudy colors 
'and coarse unattractive type of 
growth. Those days are past. 
You can now find many fine 
colors and sizes for your gar- 
den. 

The Thumbelina zinnia grows 
only six inches tall. It may be 
used as a low border plant, 
or as a small flowering house 
plant. The Cupid and Button 
zinnias are 12 inches tall and 
are fine as foreground plants 
in the flower bed and for cutting. 

Among the meduim height 
zinnias, I like the Persian Car- 
pet for it bicolor, dahlia-like 
flowers. The Cut and Come 
Again variety produces an abun- 
dance of flowers for cutting. 
The Peppermint Stick has att- 
ractive striped and spotted 
colors. Carousel and Whirligig 



have bizarre circular patterns 
caused by contrasting tip color- 
ation. 

Therp is no pnd to the fine 
new zinnias. Envy is adellghtful 
appi'^ urot-n fC'lor which will 
add variety .'nd interest to 
flower arrangements. Also, 
don't for^cLiiic California Giant, 
Dahlia and Cactus zinnias. They 
are tall enough to serve as 
background plants and will sup- 
ply cut flowers for large arr- 
angements. 

Marigolds have a similar 
range of size to zinnias. They 
are fine as cut flowers or for 
flower beds and borders. The 
old dependable dwarf Fren<^ 
types are fine, but some of the 
new hybirds will add glamour 
and appeal to your gardening. 

The Petite and Cupid mari- 
golds are ideal for edging and 
foreground use in flower beds. 
The medium and tall varieties 
will serve as center and back- 
ground plants. Be sure to try 
the carnation flowered and the 
chrysanthemum flowered mari- 
golds. They have flne form 
and beautiful yellow and orange 



colors. 

Salvia, or Scarlet Sage, is 
available in sizes from eight 
to 30 inches tall. Red is the 
most common and popular col- 
or, but you can now secure blue, 
purple and white varieties. 

Snapdragon spikes are always 
useful in flower arrangements. 
Be sure to buy the rust resis- 
tant varieties. Here again, plant 
breeders have developed var- 
ieties in a wide range of colors 
and in heights from eight to 
36 inches tall. 

During recent years, petunias 
have been a major attraction 
in many gordens.Many striking 
colors are available. The double 
varieties add another new item 
to the plants you should try 
this year. 

Celosia is an old-fashioned 
flower that also has a new 
look. The cockscomb type may 
be secured in low or tall plants, 
with small or large comb-like 
blooms. The new plumed types 
vary In size from short to tall, 
and are available in colors 
of red, orange and yellow. 
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If you have fruit trees in your 
lawn, a Rood May maintenance 
program is important for con- 
trol of insects and diseases. 
However, one must be aware 
of the fact that insects will be 
pollinating these trees when 
they are in bloom. If the flowers 
are not pollinated, than there 
can be no fruit produced on 
the tree. Thus, it is extremely 
important that no insecticidal 
spray be applied during the 
period of bloom. 

For those who Iiave fruit 
trees, circular 638 "Spraying 
Fruit -A Spray Program for 
Home Gardeners" is available 
free of charge by writing V.P.I. 
'Cooperative Extension Service, 
P.O. Box 6068, Va. Beach, Va. 
23456.

Easter Baking Is International 



Through the centuries in the 
Christian countries of the world, 
the sacrificial lamb and the 
multiple meanings of Easter 
have been symbolized in. the 
food of each country. 

One of the most significant 
of all the Easter dishes is 
lamb—the tangible link between 
the Jewish Passover celebra- 
tion and the Christian Easter. 
Christ's Last Supper, on the eve 
before His dealth, was actually 
the Hebrew Feast of Passover. 
The roast meat of the dinner 
represented the sacrificial 
lamb used in freeing the Israe- 
lites from Egypt. The name for 
Easter in almost every language 
except English and German 
comes from the root Pascha, 
a derivative of the Hebrew word 
pesach, meaning Passover. 

The symbolic significance of 
the Paschal lamb naturally 
made lamb the important main 
course of the holiday dinner. 
In fact the image of the lamb 
often appears in candy, butter 
and pastry. On the last days 
of Holy Week, the women of 
Central and Eastern Europe 
always gathered the rich in- 
gredients forbidden during Lent 
to prepare a myriad of Easter 
breads and cakes. 

In Czechoslovakia, Green 
Thursday is the day for baking 
the white, lamb-shaped cake 
called Beranek, while Good Fri- 
day is set aside for Manzanec, 
a coffee cake marked with a 
cross. Both Czechoslovakian 
and Polish housewives feature 
the lamb cake as a festive cen- 
terpiece. It is set on a bed of 
greens surrounded by the 
meats, salads, pastry, colored 
eggs and coffee for the Sunday 
feast. 

Of the many Eastern Europ- 
ean coffee cakes, the Russian 
Paskha and the Polish Babka 
are perhaps the two most widely 
known. The Paskha is a rich 
cheese cake baked in a mold 
and the Babka a familiar coffee 
bread in all of Central Europe, 
usually has dried currants or 
raisins and almonds in it. An- 
other Russian specialty is the 
Koulich, a temperamental ver- 
sion of the Babka. It is said 



to be so delicate that pillows 
must be put around the pan to 
keep the rising dough from 
falling. 

When the hectic days of bak- 
ing are over, the people of 
the Eastern Orthodox Church 
bring the food to be blessed 
by the priest on Holy Saturday 
or Easter Sunday morning. 
Then, and only then, will they 
return home to begin the holi- 
day with the marvelous breads 
accompanied by cups of steam- 
ing, freshly brewed coffee. 

Pork, ancient symbol of luck, 
graces the tables of Scandin- 
avia and Ireland in the tradit- 
ional ham. In England cheese 
tarts are a specialty. Togo witti 
the many cups of after-dinner 
coffee, tiie Swiss offer a plain 
wreath -like cake with one 
colored egg nestled in its cen- 
ter; the Finns prefer a nour-' 
ishing porradge of rye flour, 
orange peel and malt, . 

In Italy, whole roast suckling 
lamb is still the Easter favorite. 
It is often stuffed and t)ordered 
by roast artichokes. Panettone, 
a delicate fruit bread and Torta 
di Ricotta are two Italian Easter 
treats that we have come to know 
in the Americas. 

The old European influence 
in parts of Latin America is 
evident in such customs as 
eating sugared almonds on 
Maundy Thursday and in the 
grand religious processions of 
Good Friday. Festivitiesin 
snijill Mexican towns some- 
times include the making of 
Pinole balls from ground white 
corn, brown sugar and corn 
husks. Young girls paint the 
Pinole and tie them to crosses 
which are carried to church 
on Palm Sunday by their boy 
friends. 

Though there may not be 
specific Easter foods for the 
countries of Latin America, 
one of our Mexican friends 
describes her family's tradit- 
ional dinner as bean soup, 
shrimp patties with mole sauce, 
raisin-nut bread pudding and 
rich, dark coffee. Fish for Sun- 
day dinner is also popular in 
Colombia and, in Brazil, an

Your one-year-old has just 
spilled orange juice all over 
the kitchen floor! 



The phone is ringing. 

Sound familiar?' It's one of 
those uptight situations that 
every homemaker faces on occ- 
asion. No matter what the cir- 
cumstances, it seems that kit- 
chen accidents always manage 
to occur at |he worst possible 
time. 

Practicality is one reason 
why smooth-surface resilient 
floors of vinyl and linoleum have 
been a standard fixture in the 
home 'kitchen for generations. 
Aside from their durability and 
good looks, these materials are 
impervious to just about every- 
thing that's likely to be spilled 
in a kitchen. Eggs, milk, salad 
dressing, grape juice— even 
maple syrup— wipe up quickly 
with a damp cloth and a little 
detergent. 

Foo^ spills act like a magnet 
towards dirt, especially when 
greasy or sticky substancies 
are involved. If a floor cover- 
ing absorbs and holds a portion 
of this soil, the area where 
the spill is located becomes 
subject to spotting under foot 
traffic. In areas of high spill- 
age such as the kitchen, the pro- 
blem can easily get out of hand. 

Nonabsorbency is important, 
too, from the standpoint of san- 
itation. Obviously, any flooring 
material that allows food sub- 
stances to accumulate beneath 
the surface can't be very san- 
itary. The material may "look 
clean," but It can still provide 
a breeding place for germs. 

Like any item of home furn- 
ishing, floor coverings should 
be designed for the activity of 
the room in which they are 
used.

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Script Is Play's Handicap Center Employee Honored 



Despite certain Inadequacies 
of plot, the cast ol the Little 
Theatre of VlrRinia Beach's 
production of "All My Sons" 
performed, creditably, and, at 
times, excitingly. 

The actors' chief handicap is 
Arthur Miller's 1947 scHpt. 
Today "All My Sons" lives in 
the shadow of "Death of a 
Salesman," which was written 
immediately afterwardi The 
play would certainly be consid- 
ered among Miller's topfoAiror 
five creations, which include 
"The Crucible," "A View From 
the Bridge," "After the Fall," 
and most recently, "The Price*" 

At the time of its original 
production, the play received 
the New York Drama Critics 
Circle Award. Twenty -two 
years have passed, however, 
and the play is, of necessity, 
slightly dated in its slang and 
in one or two melodramatic 
situations. Yet the basic theme 
of "All My Sons" -- short - 
sighted family loyalty in con- 
flict with acceptance of respon- 
sibility to the entire family of 
man—remains valid. 

The one really jarring note 
in the production, indeed, is 
attributable to Miller's stage 
directions. In the scene in which 
Chris Keller finds out that his 
father had let defective airplane 
parts be shipped during war- 
time, there is a possibly ex- 
cessive physical display of em- 
otions. It is a hard scene to 
handle, and the author's expl- 
icit directions do not leave 



much room for interpretation. 

Certainly more than adequate 
performances are turned in by 
several members of the cast, 
Chris Keller is sensitively pro- 
trayed by Glenn Graham. Joe 
and Kate Keller are forcefully 
acted by Bob Furniss and Vi 
Ragan. Although the charactf-r 
of George Deever appears only 
during the second act, the role, 
initiating as it does Chris 
Keller's discovery of his fath- 
er's complicity in the death of 
21 airmen, is the pivot for the 
'entire play. The role is import- 
ant, and Phil Uhler plays it 
dynamically. 

Quite satisfactory performa- 
nces are turned inby Laura Rice 
(Ann Deever), Jim English (Dt. 
Jim Bayliss), Floss Lawson 
(Sue Bay less), L. Wirt Walker, 
(Frank Lubey) and Susanne 
Hume (Lydia Lubey), 

Sam Hakim, in his first dir- 
ectorial assignment for The 
Little Theatre of Virginia 
Beach, his assistant Chichi 
Lively, and stage manager 
Shirley Fentress have done an 
excellent job. The play moves 
smoothly and with no confusion, 
even though there is consider- 
able traffic from both sides of 
the compact set, itself an att- 
ractive, well-designed one by 
Herbert Harrell. 

The costumes by Ruth Sher- 
man and the make-up by Lee 
Lively deserve special note. 
It is easy to make actors in 
a drama set in the Civil War 
decorative; it is difficult and

Another Landmark Disappears 



The 76-year, father and son 
operation of the Pleasant Ridge 
Post Office came to an end 
at noon last Saturday. 

Lloyd A. Murden, who has 
served as Postmaster of the 
station located midway between 
Pungo and Back Bay since 1958, 
discontinued the postal services 
as a result of his disposing of 
the building which housed the 
Post Office. 

Murden says he has been 
associated with the General 
Store which houses the Post 
Office since his childhood days, 
performing duties involving 
waiting on customers, sweeping 
the floor and stocking shelves. 

Murden's father, Ryland J. 
Murden, was appointed Post- 
master In 1923 when the fac- 
ility was opened and retired 
from the office in 1955. At 
that time Lloyd was named as 
acting postmaster and assumed 
his father's previous duties and 
was appointed Postmaster two 
and a half years later. 



Reflecting over the many 
years the facility has served 
the residents of the area, Mur- 
den says he remembers when 
the Post Office was located in 
a small building which served 
as a station for the Norfolk & 
Southern Railroad which had a 
line through the old Princess 
Anne County to the North Car- 
olina border. In 1935 the Post 
Office was moved to it's more 
recent quarters in the general 
store at the intersection of 
Pleasant Ridge Road and Prin- 
cess Anne Road, where it con- 
tinued operation as a General 
Delivery Rural Station. 

Incidentally, the sign which 
hangs over ^he entrance to the 
building is the original one con- 
structed to identify the location 
of the "Pleasant Ridge U.S. 
Post Office". 

Murden refers to his leaving 
his position as Post Master 
not as a retirement, but rather 
entering into a period which will 
permit him to have time to do

many things he and his family 
wanted to do for a long time.

The closing of the Post Off- 
ice will also mark the end of 
the General Store operation. 
Murden's cousing, Phillip, has 
taken over the location and will 
convert the building Into a tele- 
vision repair shop. Phillip says 
he is going to begin a sale 
Monday placing all the general 
store goods on sale at reduced 
prices in order to dispose of the 
stock. 

Residents of Virginia Beach 
may not realize it, but when 
the General Store is converted 
into a repair shop It will mark 
the removal of one of the city's 
last landmarks of early history. 
Although the southern area of 
Virginia Beach is dotted with 
a number of small stores, the 
Murden store was the last re- 
maining "early times" General 
Store still in operation to surr 
Vive the changes brought on bj* 
the passing of tiie years.

City Monetary Problems 



Council Session May Be Lengthy 



The^ regular meeting of the 
Council of Civic Organizations 
was held Wednesday night at 
Virginia Beach Junior High 
School. 

The program consisted of a 
public forum concerning the 
budget, real estate/ taxes, new 
real estate tax appraisals and 
related monetary matters. All 
members of City Council, the 
City Manager, the School Sup- 
erintendent and the City Real 
Estate Tax Assessor were in- 
vited to attend and to partici- 
pate. 

The meeting was an outgrowth 
of an earlier CCO meeting 
where the organization sought 
to meet with city officials in 
a public forum sometime last 
month. At that time MiltonCul- 
pepper, and Gen. Garnett Lee 
sponsored a resolution which 
was passed seeking the meeting. 

Because it was indicated at 
the CCO meeting that City Man- 
ager Roger Scott was "moving 
too far too fast", Scott sugg- 
ested that representatives app- 
ear before an informal City 
Council meeting to discuss their 
reasons for wanting the forum, 
criticisms and their requests. 

Culpepper and Lee appeared 
before Council and explained 
their reasons for wanting the 
forum. They said that too often 
public hearings were held at 
times when most were working 
and that' they felt that the mon- 
entary matters need a full 
airing- 



Most City Councilman said 
they did not object to the meet- 
ing or forum being held, but felt 
that such matters had received 
full coverage by all the press 
media to that time. They ques- 
tioned the need to attend. They 
added that they could not see 
the purpose of the meeting on 
the same day the budget was 
to be presented to them since 
they would not be able to dis- 
cuss it intelligently. 

Privately a number of Coun- 
cilmen expressed the opinion 
that they felt the forum would 
be used by city critics to get 
publicity. 

But the CCO went ahead and 
set the forum for a later date. 
After the budget was presented 
and discussed it was set for 



W ednesday night and invitations 
were issued. They also accept- 
ed, screened and prepared 
questions to be submitted to 
officials who attended, but the 
questions were not available as 
late as Wednesday afternoon. 

Most members of City Coun- 
cil said they planned to be pre-, 
sent at the meeting, but 
Culpepper said City Manager 
Roger Scott called to tell him 
he would not be able to attend.

Councilmen say they have ex- 
amined the budget, appropration 
by appropriation and have made 
as many cuts as possible. 

The major cut will come in 
the school budget. Council cann- 
ot make specific cuts in the 
school budget but can cut the 
overall appropriation. About 
$700,000 is expected to be trim- 
med from the $23.8 requested. 
An escrow amount for land 
acquisition and other non-in-

Building Pace Picks Up 




A trenemdous upswing of 
'building permits issued in 
March has brought the 1969 
total value for the first three 
months of tl^e year Jf> within 
$150,000 of the record-break- 
ing pace set a year ago in 
the same period, 

A total of 312 permits issued 
last month represented a value 
of S9,000,737, the highest ever 
in the city during the early 
part of the year. Only twice 
before has the amount been 
topped-S9.5 million in June 1965 
and S10.4 million in August 
of the same yeat. The year 
1965, incidentally, set record 
highs for the construction bus- 
iness in Virginia B^ch which 
have not been topped, although 
1968 came within $500,000 of 
equalling the mark. 

In January and February 1969 
combined only 453 permits were 
issued for a total value of 
$7,280,996. The total of 765 per- 
mits issued in 1969 through 
March 31 amounts to$1^28^733, 
as (q^iosed to the 740 permits 
throt^ March 1968 with a total 
value of $16,441,919. 

Single family residence per- 



mits, 116 of them with a value 
of $3,224,662, ran about normal 
during March 1969, but the 
26 apartment and townhouse 
permits Issued were respons- 
ible for the big jump in value. 
Some 266 units will be built 
at & cost of $3,798,464. Comm- 
ercial permits added just short 
of SI million to the total. 
Churches and other structures 
amounted to approximately an- 
other $800,000. 

Building officals say that the 
apartment construction permits 
are due tocontinue toiBCceaae 
in the coming months. While 
they are not yet optimistically 
estimating a record construc- 
tion year for the city, they say 
that the prospects for the future 
are bright in spite of tight 
money, higher taxes arel inter- 
est4;ijh?r priced materials for 
building and labor shortages. 

City CouncU and the City 
Planning Commission have a 
large number of apartment and 
townhouse tmits still under con- 
sideration as well. Most of these 
are pending because of the need 
for additloial sclwols to serve 
the prospective projects.

Drama Revitalized as Comedy 



When "Dracula" was first 
written for the stage by Hamilton 
Deane and John L. Balderston 
about 40 years ago, all this vam- 
pire business was serious and 
so was the play. The spooky 
goings-on were no doubt fright- 
ening. 

But today it just ain't necess-' 
arily so. The overdone style in 
whiGhitf is iUfBittsn andthestiikryi 
itself, are, just too much for 
modern audiences to accept en- 
tirely seriously. However, a 
curious thing happens. It all be- 
comes very amusing and 
"Dracula" now plays well as 
a comedy if played correctly. 
This is done by the present 
cast at Lake Wright Playhouse. 

Director Storer Boone has 
held the cast completely in tow 
to keep them from overplaying. 
The characterizations are just 
broad enough and just straight 
enough to make it all quite be- 
lievably funny. 

The story is basically the 
same as it was when the Drac- 
ula tale was first told. Count 
Dracula has moved to England 
from Transylvania to find new 
victims for his bloodthirsty 
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vanipire ways. He made the trip 
by airplane with six coffins 
filled with the soil in which he 
was buried 500 years previously. 

His downfall comes when he 
picks a lovely young victim 
whose father is a doctor. A 
distinguished family friend with 
a knowledge of these vampire 
matters is called in, and Count 
Draculaiis eventually doomed 
to the gcavq for good, fangs and 
all. . 

Timothy Jones slithers thr- 
ough the Dracula role with sin- 
ister looks, gutteral voice and 
slinky, gliding moves aided by 
the inevitable cape. He is mon- 
strously funny. 

Terri Lee Jones,, as the 
Count's latest would-be victim, 
pulls all the stops out in her 
weakened condition character- 
ization, as well as in her al- 
most-vampire part of the role. 
Her board gestures and tremor 
of voice are most amusing and 
fitting. 

Her pure-as-the-driven-snow 
suitor is ably played by Mike 
Nelson. Outstanding moments 
are also provided by Oliver 
Lewis as one of the doctor's 
psychiactric in-patients. His 



somtimes saner-thah-the- 
others characterization is path- 
etically funny as well as quite 
revealing about human nature! 

Marvin Davis, as the vampire 
expert and family friend plays 
the old Dutchman so straight 
that one is caught up in the 
seriousness by his actions. Hisli' 
walk., and movements are de- 
lightful. 

Gita Goner plays the nervous 
maid in the nutty house well, 
and Daniel Cirillo provides nice 
inoments as the ruffled atten- 
dant. 

Jay Zeeley, as the girl's 
doctor -father falls short in his 
charactization. He is not funny 
or believable. He merely mudd- 
les through in a confused 
manner. 

Some fine special effects and 
lighting add a great deal to this 
production. While on opening 
night there were some pacing 
and timing problems, the play 
is a good one. The production 
is worthwhile not only as a 
period piece but also as a very 
funny bit of comedy for today.

Another question, which is an 
important one in consideration 
of a three flag pole grouping, 
is to determine what should be 
the main focal point of the 
overall complex to serve as 
the official display point for 
the city's flag display. At pre- 
sent the location near the front 
of the new City Administration 
Building appears to be most 
favored. 

The flag pole itself presents 
another problem: How to design 
the pole in order to have it 
blend with the Colonial archi- 
tecture which is prevalent 
throughout the new buildings 
in the complex. 

While Lambert says he feels 
the flag pole question n\^ not 
be settled uftil sometin^ this 



summer, he does indicate plans 
for progressing smoothly for 
the official opening of the new 
City Administration Building 
scheduled for June 1. Lambert 
indicates that, barring any un- 
forseen difficulties, landscap- 
ing of the complex will be 
completed by then, as well as 
roadways winding through the 
complex and their accompany- 
ing sidewalks and parking 
areas, both public and private, 
and placing of adequate signs 
in the complex to identify each 
of the buildings and connecting 
streets.

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The Budget Is Cut 



The next operating budget of 
the city of Virginia Beach Is 
expected to be approved on first 
reading Monday. It is now 
slightly more than a million 
dollars less than It was when 
first presented to City Council 
by the City Manager, Roger 
Scott. 

And if at all possible it will 
be cut more before the vote 
after the conclusion of Monday's 
public hearing. If anyone can 
convince the majority of Coun- 
cilmen at that time that add- 
itional cuts can be nrxide, cer- 
tainly those cuts will be made. 

Several Councilmen were 
perhaps too ambitious in early 
statements that they thought 
another half million could be 
cut so the tax rate could be 
further reduced. But their 
crime was only one of too 
much zeal. 

We commend the City Coun- 
cil and all city officials for their 
earnest efforts to cut the bud- 
get to the bone and feel they 
have done an excellent job. It 



is unfortunate that some of the 
items hod to go, particularly 
since they m\\ be back for 
consideration next year. Then it 
will be even more difficult to 
recommend a large tax increase 
to meet needs, since the Coun- 
cilmatic election will follow 
less than 60 days after the 
approval of the next budget. 

Let us hope all this hos been 
taken into consideration. We 
would hate to see another mas- 
sive bond issue with a result- 
ant large tax increase just a 
few months after a nev/ Coun- 
cil is elected. That would make 
the present Council look rather 
bad. 

But meanwhile the budget has 
been cut.. .and there will still 
be tax increases, mostly as the 
result of the new appraisals. 
Through diligent work of City 
Council and the City Manager, 
however, who have worked with 
knives in hand on the budget, 
those increases are minimal 
to the homeowner at least.

And the Council of Civic 
Organizations has been respon- 
sible for keeping a watchful 
eye on things, particularly 
zoning and the like, for a long 
time. A good job has been done. 
But now the CCO has gone too 
far. 

The CCO forged ahead with 
its meeting and called a pub- 
lic forum Wednesday night al- 
though the need for it was at 
best questionable. The subjects 
to be discussed included the 
budget, reappraisals, rising 
taxes and related monetary 
matters, but also appeared to 
take a poke at the C^ity Man- 
ager for his moves he says 
have been made in the name of 
good, efficient government. 

Nothing new was expected to 
come out of the forum, and it 



did not. V^e cannot understand 
why it was necessary when there 
has been full and complete cov- 
erage by all the press media 
of ail the subjects discussed. 

It also appeared that the CCO 
was trying to force City Coun- 
cilmen. and city officials to 
attend the meeting, although 
most said they felt the meeting 
unnecessary and that such 
matters had received a full 
airing. 

But many went in self de- 
fense... because the people have 
a right to know. But how far 
this right can go to pressure 
city officials on matters that 
have already been discussed at 
length is open to question. In 
this matter it is unfortunate, 
since only a few are repre- 
senting the entire CCO and 
causing more unrest than 
warranted;? =—

the vast majority of us want 
to keep Virginia Beach an open, 
spacious, "rural" type city, 
in which we can preserve as 
much of the natural beauty, the 
freedom, and the recreational 
environment that was the reason 
most of us moved here in the 
first place. 

Today we are already facing 
some of the problems of getting 
too big, too fast — the heavy 
traffic (and not only in the sum- 
mer), lack of adequate roads, 
the tremendous strain of the 
school facilities to keep up 
with demands, lack of certain 
public services, and the resul- 
tant of all, increased taxation. 
What is the sole factor that 
rStfirts t,Uis chain; reaction?. 
Simply tOo , rtiany people, at 
least too many people too fast. 
And regardless of whit some 
officials may say about getting 
more people to increase the tax 
base, the historic truth is just 
the opposite. As population in 
an area goes up, so do the 
taxes. 

These tens of thousands of 
people, perhaps even several 
hundreds of thousands, are not 
standing at the boundary de- 
manding to be let in. If we build 
enough houses and apartments 
they will come in certainly, but 
the point is that it doesn't have 
to happen this way. We still 
have a chance to slow the pace 
down, take some time to decide 
just what we really want, and 
then go about it deliberately. 

Time is running out and once 
the trend of "zoning down" 
begins it cannot be reversed. 



Lets be sure we know what we 
are getting into, and remember 
we still can control the growth 
if we act now.

It appears that State Sen. 
William H. Hodges of Chesa- 
peake and Willard J. Moody 
of Portsmouth, who were el- 
ected in part by the good people 
of Virginia Beach, have for- 
gotten whom they represent.

Wait Until Summer 



Now that the weather is turn- 
ing warmer at last and the shut- 
ters are beginning to come off 
some of the resort businesses, 
the question of liquor-by-the 
drink and its effect on Virginia 
Beach is up for discussion 
again. 

The legal ability to serve 
mixed drinks in the last few 
months in the city has not been 
a panacea. Most restaurant 
operators say they have done 
well with their mixed beverage 
license and that they are not 
discouraged at all. They add 
that business is up, but most 
raised prices anyway onevery- 
thitKj and the drinks are not 
necmarlly inexpensive either. 

The proof is then still up to 
the resort since there has been 
no clamoring for mixed drinks 
so far and no increase in the 
number of drunks around. 

It Is doubtftjl that the effect 
on the resort will be notice- 



able to a great degree this year, 
and what little effect there will 
be should be subtle. Because of 
the limited number of estab- 
lishments serving mixed drinks 
and the cost factor the bar bus- 
iness should only be a small 
part of this year's increase in 
resort business. 

Vtthere the difference should 
come should be in longer stays, 
more money spent, an older 
clientele, and the promise of 
more and more new hotels and 
motels with convention and 
name entertainment facilities. 
Already v/e have been told a 
few of those that have gone 
beyond the planning stages. 

To those who opposed 11 quo r- 
by-the-drink as evil, their fears 
have proved unfounded. For 
those who favored it as a shot 
in the arm to the resort in- 
dustry and our economy... on^ly 
time, maybe this summer, will 
tell. 



How well the Democratic Party nominee for 
governor does in the next November's election 
"may well depend on how inahy urban voters 
remain in that party's fold. 

It is certain, however, that the 1969 election 
will not be a replay of the unique 1965 
gubernatorial race. In that year a unified 
party, based on a broad coalition of all factions 
of the party, wooed the Negro vote away from 
its traditionally Republican stance, and put 
Mills E. Godwin Jr. into the Governor's 
Mansion. 

These observations are made by Dr. Ralph 
Eisenberg, associate professor of government 
and foreign affairs and assistant director of 
the University's Institute of Government, as 
he analyzes the components of Democratic 
success in 1965 and pinpoints factors that 
could lead to a Republican victory in November, 

His article, "Gubernatorial Politics in Vir- 
ginia: The Experience of 1965," appears in- 
the Institute's current News Letter. 

He shows how coalition politics, reflecting 
the increasingly urban nature of the State's 
dominant party, led to the victory in 1965. 
Victory was achieved without the party's tra- 
ditional dependence on conservative rural 
areas of the State, he reports. 

The recipe for the 1965 victory had been 
forged out in 1964, when all factions of the 
party united behind the successful Virginia 
Presidential campaign of Lyndon B. Johnson, 
This aH-encompassing coalition of liberal, 
moderate and conservative elements of the 
party presented the Republicans with an "im- 
possible task," Dr. Eisenberg writes. 

But this era of good feeling lasted only until 
1966. In 1969 the prospects are for Democratic 
party strife in a vigorous primary, a strong 
Republican challenge aiKi the possibility that 
the Democrats may lose their urban support, 
the University researcher reports. 

In 1965 a unified Democratic party, un- 
scarred by a rough primary battle was given 
an Important bo<Sst by the Negro vote, alienated 
from their traditional Republican poslticmtJV 



the candidacy of Barry Goldwater the previous 
year. 

Success also rested on the fact that Godwin 
indicated to the voters that his approach to- 
the office would be less conservative than 
his predecessors. Thus he attracted more 
moderate and liberal elements to his banner, 
Dr, Eisenberg writes. 

Dr. Eisenberg reports that the presence 
of the new party was not decisive, however. 
The effectiveness of the State's dominant 
Democratic Organization and ties to party 
loyalty more than offset the Conservative 
Party's strength in Southside Virginia. 

Republicans with an "attractive candidate" 
in Linwood Holton and a caU for "more liberal 
State programs" made an impressive showing 
in 1965, Dr, Eisenberg believes. Recapturing 
traditional Republican areas in the Valley of 
Virginia and Northern Virginia suburbs, they 
were unable to win the Negro vote lost in 1964. 
Dr. Eisentdrg believes that loss of the Negro 
vote, which went preponderantly to the Demo- 
crats was the Republican's "principal failure," 
Dr. Eisenberg reports. 

The Democrat's successful coalition po- 
litics, together with support from the traditio- 
nal organization, demonstrated the "soundness 
of a progressive strategy for victory," the 
report adds. 

Dr. Eisenberg reports that the Republicans 
can bring two-party politics to Virginia in 
State-wide contests (in national elections Vir- 
ginia is already a two-party State), only if 
they can attract urban voters. W ith a leadership 
that is "increasingly diverse airi divided," 
the Democrats canned "run tiie risk of alien- 
ating the urban voter," Dr. Eisenberg writes. 

"The 1965 election pr^aged a more mod- 
erate Denrocratic Party, the 1969 electiwi may 
well determine how moderate the party can 
become or remain and still retain sufliciaU 
urban siqjport to deter the arrival <rf two- 
party politics" at the State aDdwellasa^Mal 
level. Dr. Eisenberg cwclud^.

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Telephones Reach Milestone 



April 1 was the 90th anniver- 
sary of the telephone In Vir- 
ginia. On that day in 1879 the 
first telephone exchange was 
opened south of the Potomac 
In the City of Richmond. 

This historical event occur- 
red in the Old Dominion just 
over three years after Alexan- 
der Graham Bell transmitted 
the first complete sentence, 
"Mr. Watson, come here, 1 
want you," to his friend and 
assistant Thomas A. Watson. 
This occasion was on ^arch 
10, 1876. 

When the first homemade- 
type switchboard was placed 
in operation in Richmond, boys 
served as operators; several 
years later girls took over. 
TWenty-five lines terminated 
in the board and there were 
originally 38 subscribers. This' 
marvel in communicating grew 
rather rapidly and by 1883 the 
capital city had some 300 
phones. 

Telephone exchanges opened 
in other cities in the state with- 
in a relatively short period of 
time. By the fall of 1879 the 
cities of Norfolk and Lynch- 
burg had exchanges. Historical 
records reveal that the Norfolk 
exchange was the largest to 
begin operation up to this time 
with 75 subscribers. In the 
years that followed exchanges 
were opened in Fredericksburg 
in 1880, Alexnadria 1881, New- 
port News 1883, Portsmouth 
and Roanoke 1884 and Winche- 
ster in 1886. Others began in 
the ensuing years throughout 
the state. 

L. F. Patrick, manager of 
the Virginia Beach C&P office, 
has uncovered several inter- 
esting facts concerning the his- 
tory of telephone service in 
Virginia Beach. 

According to Patrick, tele- 
phone service at Virginia Beach 
was first established by the 
Princess Anne and Virginia 
Beach Telephone Company in 
July, 1908. Three years earlier 
the company had been organi- 
zed, and operated a system at 
Princess Anne Court House. 
The men who formed the com- 
pany included Johnathan Wood- 
house of Princess Anne, J. S 
Garwood of Lynnhaven,' H. C. 
Woodhouse, J. S, Woodhouse 
^ and Randolph Hicks of Norfolk 
and Charles B. Fink of Bal- 
timore. , 

When an extension ^s made 
from the Court House to Vir- 
ginia Beach less that 20 tele- 
phones were installed. One of 
the first customers was B. P. 
Holland, the first mayor of 
Virginia Beach. The first office 
was set up in the rear of Hol- 
land's Grocery Store on 17th 
Street. 

^Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company purchased 
the Virginia Beach system in 
1911 and in 1912 the system 
became known as The Chesa- 
peake and Potomac Telephone 
Company of Virginia. 

Until Bell acquired the pro- 
perty, service for subscribers 
in Virginia Beach did not reach 
beyond the city. After Bell took 
over the company lines were 
extended to Norfolk where con- 
nections could be made toother 
points. 

On October 6, 1914 Mrs. 
Lucy Simpson made an agree- 
ment with the telephone com- 
pany to place the system in 
her residence. It remained 
there until Jun 14, 1927, when 
the central office moved into 
a new building on 22nd Street. 
The first telephone connection 
in the new office was established 
- between Mayor WillardAshburn 
of Virginia Beach and Mayor 
Heth Tyler of Norfolk. 

When this office opened tele- 
phone service extended to ap- 
^ proximately 500 telephones. Ex- 
^"penditures for the new facilities 
were $235,000. Theswitchboard 
was equipped for 440 to serve 
about 600 telephone stations* 
The ultimate capacity of the 
switchboard was 4,000 lines, 
or about 10,000 telephones. 

Among the modern facilities 
of the building finished in 1927 
was a ladies lounge. In a speech 
made at the opening ceremonies 
of the building, the room is de- 
scribed in this way: "Adjacent 
to the switchboard room will 
be found the operators' rest- 
room where the young women 
may read, sew or otherwise 
amuse themselves when off 
duty. Comfortable chairs, a set- 
tee, reading table and conven- 
iences for preparing meals are 
also provided." (C&P may have 
^ been the originator of the coffee 
break.)

introduced into Virginia Beach 
in April of 1958. the moder- 
nization and service expansion 
cost over 3 million dollars that 
time. During the same year the 
State' Corporation Commission 
established a new rate schedule 
whidi provided for toll-free 
calnng to the Norfolk exchange. 

Service at this time involved 
over 10,000 phones. Patrick 
says that today 425 and 428 
exchanges alone reach 23,000 
telephone stations during the 
height of the season. 

In keeping with the expansion 
of C&P service in the city a 
major building addition to the 
32nd Street Communications 
Center in Virginia Beach has 
been planned. 

Patrick said that the company 
will spend some $700,000 on the 
total project. 

This is the second addition 
to be made to this facility. The 
building addition will provide 
C&P with some 180,000 cubic 
feet for expansion and the build- 
ing is expected to be completed 
by this summer. 

The undertaking was neces- 
sary by tM eompany ta meet 
the requirements for additional 
local, long distance and other 
communications services for 
customers in the area served by 
this center. 

The growth of the Virginia 
Beach telephone service was 
duplicated throughout the state. 
In its infancy, ownership of 
the various companies changed 
hands several times. In 1905 
the Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph Company of Vir- 
ginia was incorporated. Then in 
1912 the company name was 
changed to the Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Company 
of Virginia. 

This new means of commun- 
ication grew at a steady pace. 
However, it was not until after 
World War H that the full im- 
pact of the demand for commu- 
nications in this country and 
around the world was fully felt. 
With the housing boom, new and 
expanded industries, America 
was on the move. 

Although transcontinental long 
distance phone service was first 
offered in 1915 and at the time 
cost more than $20 for a call 
across the nation, continuous 
research and development by 
Bell Laboratories, Western E- 
lectric and Bell System asso- 
ciated companies brought cost 
of a call down tremendously. So 
today, a station-to-station phone 
call 'crosscountry' can be made

for as little as 75 cents, and 
within the State of Virginia 50 
cents. Much of this low cost 
calling can be accredited to 
the use of the Direct QiSL- 
tance Dialing network and today 
98 percent of all C&P telephone 
customers can dial their own 
calls direct. 

Over the years new telephone 
instruments were designed, 
switching equipment and faci- 
lities to handle local and long 
distance calls took on a new 
look, wires went underground, 
coaxial cable and then micro- 
wave radio relay was intro- 
duced to speed up the handling 
of all calls. 

"Voice transmission," the 
everyday telephone call, is still 
the main business of the C&P. 
However, anything can be tran- 
smitted that can be put into 
electrical signals such as com- 
puter data, handwriting, facsi- 
mile, pictures, etc. And most 
of these have been developed 
in the past twenty years. The 
complex integrated communi- 
cations service nationwide net- 
work has some 700 million 
miles of circuits and 5 million 
billion possible connections. 

Some of the developments of 
the communications industry 
are being displayed in a mobile 
exhibit developed by C&P. The 



exhibit, which is housed in a 
10 by 40-foot trailer, has been 
designed to acquaint the public 
with history of the communi- 
cations industry and to display 
new telephone products and 
services. 

The exhibit is making its 
initial appearance in Virginia 
Beach this week. It will be 
available for public viewing at 
Linkhorn Shopping Center from 
April 12 thru April 15. 

Today in Virginia, C&P has 
more ihan $825 million inves- 
ted in its communications net- 
work and facilities serving more 
that 960,000 customers in the 
Commonwealth. Its employees 
total 13,000 with a payroll of 
some $90 million. And the C&P 
is spending better that $100 
million dollars a year to bring 
continually improved and ex- 
panded services to its custom- 
ers. 

C&P has come a long way 
in ninety years from the first 
"Hello Central" to the simple 
twist of the telephone dial or 
touch of bfuttons on a Touch- 
tone phoiie to reach over 100 
million other phones throughout 
the continent. And with satellite 
communications a great portion 
of the world is at a person's 
fingertips. 



Census 
To Check 
Employment 

A number of residents in this 
area will be visited by Bureau 
of the Census interviewers dur-

City Hosts Investigators 



Virginia Beach will act as 
host next week for members of 
the International Association of 
Arson Investigators during the 
Association's "arson investi- 
gation seminar". 

The seminar, sponsored by 
the Commonwealth of Virginia 
State Fire Marshal's Office, 
will be held in the Virginia 
Beach Civic Center from Mon- 
day through Friday. 

This will mark the first time 
in the history of the Assoc- 
iation's annual seminars that 
the meeting" has been held in 
Virginia Beach.

I'nusual experiences ordin- 
arily create interesting people, 
and Miss Ida May Esmond is 
a perfect example of this state- 
ment. 

Miss Esmond moved to Vir- 
ginia. Beach in 1936 with her 
mother and tier stepfather, Col. 
Fdmund C, Waddill, The family 
moved here when Col. Waddill 
retired from the army. His 
health was bad and the climate 
here was considered beneficial 
to him. 

Prior to moving to Virginia 
Beach Miss Esmond had lived 
in Tientsin, China where Col, 
Waddill had been stationed. At 
that time he was second in 
command of the 15th Infantry. 
The family went to China in 
1935 and were there for nine 
months. When they left, the 
countfr^tas under martial law 
and the family was thoroughly 
escorted until they were safely 
on the boat for the U.S. 

Although they were in China 
for a short period, the time 
spent there was exciting. There 
were many parties, and a spec- 
ial way of doing things. 

One of the strongest memor- 
ies Miss Esmond has is that of 
the relationship between the 
families and their "number one 
boys." Whenever a family gave 



a party, the '/number one boy" 
would borrow from another 
"number one boy" if anything 
was needed to make a party 
complete. Miss Esmond says 
it wasn't unusual at all to go 
to a dinner and see your own 
silverware being used there! 

If a family gave a party 
"number one boys" from other 
households were often invited 
to help serve. Nobody wanted to 
offend that member of the 
household on which so much of 
the welfare of the family de- 
pended. 

Col, Waddill' contacted pneu- 
monia while they were in China 
and decided to retire. At first 
the family had considered re- 
tiring in California but decided 
on Virginia Beach. Many of Col, 
WaddiU's friends told him he 
would miss his service friends 
if he moved here, but he always 
replied', "Give 'em time... 
■ they'll follow me." 

Miss Esmond went to work 
for the Ledger when she got 
here and worked for the news- 
paper until 1938. She had to^ 
convince them to hire her, but 
she got the job. At the time 
there was another woman work- 
ing for the paper who covered 
the society news. Miss Esmond 
says they would divide the as- 
signments according to whether 
or not there were refreshments

erved ... if refreshments were 
servefl, it was society news. 

Miss Esmond's assignments 
;overed all of the Beach area 
ind Princess Anne Courthouse. 
One summer she had only a 
Dicycle for transportation (she 
would usually get a ride to the 
courthouse with a lawyer and 
then cover the closer area on 
her bicycle.) At that time she 
was known as "the pedaling 
reporter." 

When the U.S. entered World 
War II Col. Waddill tried to 
get back on active duty, but his 
poor health prevented it. He 
became discouraged because 
none of the men in his family 
seemed to be too concerned with 
the war, so in 1943 Miss Esmond 
decided to join the WACS to 
make up for the lack of interest 
shown by the male members of 
the family. 

She had a civil service job 
when she made the decision, but 
within 48 hours she was signed 
up. She had to go to Richmond 
to join because there were no 
recruiting facilities for women 
here. 

An air base in California had 
requited WACS ami Miss Es- 
mond was assigned there. "Al- 
thoui^" she says, "they didn't 
know what to do with us once 
they fot as." The group that 



she was with travailed across 
country by train not knowing 
where they were headed. There 
was a troop of men travelling 
with them who knew their des- 
tination, but they were not al- 
lowed to reveal it. 

When the WACS arrived at 
the air base they were assigned 
to about 20 different jobs; be- 
fore the war was over they were 
assigned to over 100 different 
positions. As time went by it 
was learned that there | were 
many different jobs the vtomen 
could do as well as, or even 
better than, men...suc^ as 
folding parachutes. 

The job Miss Esmond en- 
joyed most while she was there 
was that of looking after the 
staff car for the Officer of 
Flying Safety. Besides sched- 
uling the car for the officers 
who visited the area for air- 
plane disaster investigation. 
Miss Esmond was assigned the 
mechanical upkeep of the car. 

To qmiity for the position 
Miss Esmonl had to take a 
course in mechanics. The ve- 
hicles used in the cwirse were 
10 1/2 ttm trucks. The women 
taking the course had to change 
spark plugs and tires on the 
trucks among other things, 
^iss Esmond says that course

Enjoy Fresh Corn Anytime 



A century ago they, used to 
call this time of year "the 
six-weeks-want."

Every careful homemaker 
will take a tip from the gro- 
wers: As soon as purchased, 
tuck the ears in the refriger- 
ator and use them as soon as 
possible. 

Given fine fresh sweet corn, 
there's no trick to cooking it. 
Five to seven minutes in boil- 
ing water is enough to "set" 
the milk. It's possible to make 
all kinds of delicious dishes 
with fresh Florida corn, as 
witness these good recipes from 
the test kitchen of the Florida 
Sweet Corn Advisory Commis- 
sion.

4 ears fresh corn 
1 qt. milk 

1 c. yellow corn meal 

2tbl. finely chopped onion 

2 tbl. chopped parsley

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New Publications Offered 



(Editor's note: Here Is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins, Extension horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

Two new publications are 
available from Virginia Tech 
to make your gardening more 
interesting. The first is on 
,4alijla culture and the second 
on ornamental gourds. Each one 
is a brief, but complete dis- 
cussion of the topic. 

The dahlia is an ideal flower 
for the garden. It can be raised 
from seed or from the large 
fleshy roots which are stored 
during the winter. You can in- 
crease your plants of a new or 
scarce variety by cuttings taken 
in June. It is really quite easy. 

Have you tried some of the 
very attractive orchid flowered, 
coUorette, or cactus dahlias? 
Most of us continue to raise 
the decorative, ball and pom- 
pom types. Try some of the 
others. You will And them to be 



particularly useful for flower 
arrangements. 

Dahlias are tender to»cold, 
so should not be planted until 
about the time of the last frost 
in your area. It is not too 
early to order your roots how- 
ever, and be prepared to get 
your garden started. 

Before planting, be sure. to 
apply plenty, of fertilizer to your

solid colors and combinations of 
white, yellow, orange and green. 

If you raise gourds, plan to 
give them plenty of room. The 
plants may attain a length of 
12 to 15 feet. The best fruit 
will be produced when the vines 
are supported on a trellis, fence 
or arbor. 

Gourds are tender to cold 
and the seeds should be planted 
after all danger of frost is past. 
Plant them just as soon as pos- 
sible after the average last frost 
date because they need a long 
growing season to produce a 
full crop of fruit. 

Gourds need a fertile, well- 
drained soil. Mix plenty of fert- 
ilizer with the soil before 
planting your seeds. Four 
pounds of 5-10-5 per 50 feet 
of row is none too much. After 
the plants get started a mulch 
of sawdust, wood chips, leaves 
or other organic material will 
help to promote vigorous 
growth.

Capt Hodge Receives Award 



A Navy captain from Virginia 
Beach received the Legion of 
Merit in a Pentagon ceremony 
"...for exceptionally meritor- 
ious service..." in Vietnam, 
from Oct. 21, 1967 to Oct. 12, 
1968. 

Capt, Alan G, Hodge, who is 
now the branch chief of uncon- 
ventional warfare on the staff 
of the Joint Military Chiefs 
accepted the award from Army 
Maj. Gen. John Freund, Joint 
Chiefs, special assistant for 
counter insurgency and special 
activities. 

In Vietnam Capt. Hodge 
commanded Coastal Squadrons 
ONE and THREE which patro- 
lled the entire coastline of the 
Republic of Vietnam, from the 
Demilitarized Zone in the North 
to Phu Quoc Island in the Gulf 
of Thailand. The activities of 
Capt. Hodge's coastal squad- 
~^aa& Avere part ©f the tJL &r 
Navy's anti-infiltratioa survei- 
llance efforts in Market Time. 

•'Uttjer (Capt. Hodge's) ex- 
tremely competent and resour- 
ceful leadership," the citation 
reads, "the squadrons' swift 
boats and gunboats patrolled 
their stations in an alert and 
aggressive manner—searching 
cargo vessels, junks and sam- 
pans. 

"They captured many tons of 
weapons and contraband inten- 
ded for use by Communist in- 
surgents and effectively pre- 
vented the infiltration of count- 
less emeny troops and supplies" 

An example of this was the 
destruction by Capt. Hodge's 
swift boats of a 100-foot traw- 
ler on Feb. 29, 1968, as it 
attempted to resupply the enemy 
with arms and supplies. 

"In order to accomplish 
(their surveillance) mission," 
the citation adds, "Capt. Hodge 
demonstrated sound organiza- 
tional and planning ability by 
establishing an operational and 
material readiness program 
which maintained his ships. 
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boats and crews in a high state 
of combat readiness at all 
times." 

On March 23, 1968, Capt. 

Hodge assumed additional res- 
ponsibilities as actingComman- 
der Task Force 115— the out- 
fit charged with directing the 
entire Market Time operations. 

For his meritorious service 
in Vietnam, Capt. Hodge has 
been authorized to wear a Com- 
bat V device on his Legion 
of Merit ribbon. 



In addition to the Legion of 
Merit, Capt. Hodge is authorized 
to wear Navy Occupation Ser- 
vice Medal, the National De- 
fense Service Medal, the Phil- 
ippine Liberation Ribbon, the 
Vietnam Service Medal and the 
Vietnamese Navy Cross for 
gallantry. 

Capt. Hodge is married to the 
former Carleen Prentice of 
Birmingham. They have three 
children, Deborah, 19, Richard, 
17, and David, 9. The family 
resides at North Lake Road.

Wood, chairman of the special 
committee studying the park 
development. 

Wood then informed Virginia 
Beach City Council and Ben 
H. Bolen, State Commissioner 
of Parks of the motion. 

The Jaycees said they be- 
lieve the park represents an

City Council Monday adopted 
on first reading the city's re- 
cord operating budget for the 
next fiscal year.

Since that time City 
Council has held a number of 
private meetings with depart- 
ment heads and budgetary ex- 
perts with an eye toward paring 
the budget to the bone. It was 
the avowed purpose of Council 
to cut the budget as far as 
possible, especially in light of 
the new higher appraisals, on 
real estate in the city which now 
take effect.

completed but that plans for 
meeting the new budget will 
be announced at the regular 
school board meeting this after- 
noon at 2 p.m.

Legislators 

Pending final adoption of the 
new Virginia Constitution by the 
special session of the Virginia 
General Assembly meeting In 
Richmond, Vlrgini<i Beach 
should have increased repres- 
entation in the 1972 legislature. 
A section, already approved 
by the House of Delegates and 
the Senate calls for reappor- 
tionment of the legislature by 
a special session in 1971, in- 
stead of in the 1972 session, 
as would have been done under 
old provisions. The new app- 
ortionment will be effective in 
the 1971 elections if the mea- 
sure is left in the new document. 
The language of the section also 
calls for additional reapporti- 
ment every ten years there- 
after. 

The rapid growth of Virginia 
Beach since 1960 has been the 
subject of controversy where 
reapportionment is concerned. 
The city has only two members 
of the House of Delegates and 
has only one senator. That sen- 
ator Is not guaranteed to come 
from Virginia Beach, since he is 
In a floater district with Chesa- 
peake and Portsmouth. 

The new apportionment, 
based on the 1970 census, should 
give Virginia Beach Its own 
senator or senators, as well 
as additional delegates accord- 
ing to informed sources. - —

The suspect has been ident- 
ified by police as Nicholas Lee 
Skinner, of Weaver Drive in the 
Bayside Arms Apartments. Off- 
icials said, Skinner \»^ been 

abdudioh, burglary and rape. 
Skinner is scheduled to app- 
ear in court on April 23 on 
the charges after arraignment 
Wednesday morning.

industrial tract Surveyed 



VEPCO officials joined Vir- 
ginia Beach officials Tuesday 
morning in witnessing the start 
of surveying of a new industrial 
land tract situated on Diamond 
Springs Road opposite Bayside 
Elementary School. 

The site is planned for use 
to supplement the recently 
acquired property which form- 
erly served as the LltUe Creek 
Ferry station. The land, which 
is owned by the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach, is comprised of 
183 acres. Although no commit- 



ments have been obtained, the 
site is being surveyed to deter- 
mine the size of plats which 
could be offered companies 
which may desire to locate 
there. 

VEPCO is assisting the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Coun- 
cil, City Council and Industrial 
Authority in conducting an 
economic study of the resort 
city to determine what areas 
are best suited for future in- 
dustrial sites, and what type In- 
dustry would be best suited. 



The land is only one of sev- 
eral sites uiKler consideration 
as prime areas in planned In- 
dustrial development of the re- 
sort city in the future.

By tacit agreement there wa^ 
a short moratorium on theapp^ 
roval of apartment and towno 
house an)licatloDS for zoning 
and use permits by City Coun« 
ell, but if Monday is any in- 
dication, it is all over. 

In recmt months many mul- 
tiple-fiunily housing appiicat- 
ioius have come in for sharp 
scrutiny by City Council, es- 
pecially based on school board 
letters attached to the applica- 
tions that stated new schools 
would be needed to handle the 
students that would live in the 
units. Many applications were 
delayed several times, causing 
a jam of apartment and town- 
house applications. Monday the 
dam apparently was broken, al- 
though still others weredeferr- 
ed for the same reasons. 

Most of the deferrals began 
with money problems Council 
was dicing concerning the 
budget and new- real estate tax 
appraisals. The need for new 
schools and the cost df them 
was investigated closely. Cri- 
tics of this pointed out that 
the schools will be needed any- 
way, and that orderly develop 



ment and growth cannot be 
stymied because of the need 
for new schools. 

This apparently was the point 
that broke the jam, and as many 
as 1,000 apartments could be 
built on land approved for this 
type of housing Monday in areas 
where new schools definitely 



will be needed to take care 
of the residents.

City Borrows Funds 



The City of Virginia Beach 
moved quickly Tuesday to ex- 
ercise action authorized by City 
Council Monday and borrowed 
$2.5 million from Virginia Na- 
tional Bank.

Police Explode Large Still 



A team of Virginia Beach 
policemen, along with federal 
and state agents, has raided 
what has been described as 
one of largest stills found in 
the resort city in a number 
of years. 

The still was located in a 
wooded region several hundred 
yards behind a small house on 
W. Neck Road near the inter- 
section withWest Landing Road. 

Police officials said two men, 
identified as John A. Powell, 
39, of Chesapeake, and John H. 
Dull, 50, of Back Bay Station, 
were arrested wh6n they were 
observed making numerous 
trips between the house and 
the still. 

According to officials, the 
Sunday morning raid followed a 



stake out of the property which 
began Friday afternoon and con- 
tinued around the clock. 

Investigators said the still 
had capacity of 1,650 gallons, 
with additionsl equipment which 
would have raised the capacity 
to 1,925 gallons. The still had 
it's own water supply from a 
nearby well, a portable gener- 
ator to suK)ly electricity and 
was fired by a low pressure 
oil burner boiler. 

The still reportedly was 
equipped to turn out 125 gallons 
of whiskey at one time, which 
according to police, would pro- 
duce receipts of $1,000 at a 
market price of $8 per gallon. 

Although no whiskey was 
found at the time of the raid, 
1,250 gallons of mash were re- 



portedly working in the still's 
six fermenters. Police also re- 
portedly found 1,800 pounds of 
sugar along with 400 empty 
one-gallon jugs in the house, 
and 100 dne-gallon jugs at the 

still. The sugar has been turned 
over to city officials for use 
at the Virginia Beach city jail, 
and the jugs were destroyed at 
the still site. 

Before leaving the area mem- 
bers of the raiding party des- 
troyed the still by the use of 
50 one-half pound blocks of 
TNT. One nearby resident, who 
resides in a home several hun- 
dred yards off the opposite 
side of W. Neck Road, said 
the explosion shook the walls 
of her home.

Suits totalling $360,000 have 
been filed in Virginia Beach 
Circuit Court seeking damages 
as a result of the Feb.3 auto- 
school bus collision on Holland 
Road, during which two Kellam 
High School students and a Ft.

Received 

The Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission has received 
$24,104.69 from the Army 
Corps of Engineers as part 
of the cost of applying new sand 
to the beach. 

The funds have been due since 
October 1967. At that time the 
commission received $82,900 
from the engineers and a letter 
stating that was all the funds 
available. 

A letter signed by E. H. 
■Church, chairman of the Ero- 
sion Commission was presented 
to the Corps of Engineers by 
Joseph L. McDonald, the com- 
mission's consulting enginper. 
The letter outlined the federal 
government's cdst of the comm- 
ission's operations throughout 
the remainder of the commis- 
sion's 25-year contract with the 
Corps of Engineers. The con- 
tract expires in 1987. 

Estimated cost to the Engin- 
eers for sand replenishment is 
$90,000 for the 1970 fiscal year 
(beginning July 1); $94,500 for 
1971; and $99,225 for 1972. 
Beginning in 1973 McDonald 
estimates a large increase in 
costs. For that year the cost 
should be $124,000 and increase 
$7,000 each year through 1979. 
The higher costs will be nec- 
essary because of the need for 
new and larger dredging equip- 
ment. 

Since November of 1967 there 
has been no sand replenish- 
ment on the beaches from fed- 
e rally-approved projects 
because the commission's dre- 
dges have been busy opening and 
keeping open Rudee Inlet, a pro- 
ject which" is not participated 
in by federal funds, because 
of the contention that the sand 
from that area would have ended 
up on the beaches anyway. 

At the present the commi- 
ssion's 10-inchdredge is clear- 
ing the channel. As soon as 
work has been completed on 
modification of the commi- 
ssion's 8-inch "sandsUcker," 
it will replace the 10-inch dre- 
dge in Rudee Inlet. The dredge 
will then be moved back to Owl 
Creek where it can pump new 
sand to the beach and federal 
funds will reassume part of the

The Budget is Passed 



The public hearing on the city 
budget brought out a large num- 
ber of critics and genuinely in- 
terested citizens. Their pleas to 
leave the school budgetun- 
scratched did not fall on deaf 
I ears, but that budget was cut 
sharply a few hours later. 

Critics have said that City 
douncil entered the budget 
hearing with predetermined 
ideas that were not changed. 
Jhis is probably so, but only 
to a point. They had the best 
possible advice of experts in 
their deliberations prior to the 
hearing. They had spent many 
soul-searching hours trying to 
justify the necessary tax in- 
creases. Their final actions 
were not taken lightly. 

Those who spoke at the hear- 
ing offered many good points, 
and those points were well- 
taken by the Councilmen. Sure- 
ly had a remarkable suggestion 
come out of the hearing, it 
would have been taken into con- 
sideration. Mostly the hearing^ 



was repetitous, but it was 
most encouraging to see and 
iisten to so many who had taken 
the time and effort to study 
the budget and offer comments. 
City Council duly noted this in- 
creased interest. 

The merits of cutting the sch- 
ool budget and other items must 
be left to the future. Doubtless, 
this was a compromise budget, 
designed to satisfy those critics 
of the new real estate appra- 
isals, among others. Council 
showed outstanding control in 
the economy moves. One Coun- 
cilman says the budget cuts will 
not come back to haunt all of 
us taxwi^e in the future, as we 
meet continuing demands and 
needs. 

While we could not in good 
faith have recommended the 
higher budget, and while we en- 
dorse the final act ion of Council 
in cutting a million dollars off, 
we hope that Councilman is 
correct.

In addition such a center is 
difficult to justify in terms 
of relative needs in a growing 
city that mu^t face the ever- 
growing demands of growing 
pains. Schools, roads, sewers, 
water, garbage facility, libr- 
aries and a host of other pro- 



jects have a distinct way of 
coming first. 
This is borne out by the 




response to our SUN SURVEY 
of lost week (See page 1) in 
which readers overwhelmingly 
rejected the building of a new 
center in the near future be- 
cause of the economical prob- 
lems. — 

But this is not altogether fair. 
The tourist industry is Virginia 
Beach's largest industry, and 
always will be, no matter what. 
It is hampered now by the lack 
of present convention facilities 
and is not getting its fair share 
of business. This will not get 
any better. 

Regardless of problems the 
city must look ahead to the 
day that all convention business 
will bypass our city that is so 
perfect for conventions.

Constitutional Wording 



The Jaycees and False Cape 



The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
have taken positive action for 
which they are to be commen- 
ded. In official ly favoring the 
development of the full 4,406 
acres of False Cape as a state 
park, the organization has taken 
a fine first step and may prove 
to be the necessary impetus in 
getting the project off on the 
right foot. 

City Council has officially 
opposed the park on the basis 
of so much valuable land being 
removed from tax rolls and the 
denial of the park to local 
residents. State parks comm- 
issioner Ben Bolen has allayed 
both these fears, but still Coun- 
cil has taken no steps to reverse 
ItMlf or even to admit the 
park may not be so bad after all. 

Th« Jaycees have now written 



City Council saying that the 
opposition does not appear just- 
ified and asking for explanation 
or development of plans of its 
own for the orderly development 
of the False Cape area and a 
road to it. They also wrote 
Bolen offering help and asking 
what they can do. 

The Jaycees have always been 
a powerful service organization 
representing the finest of youth 
in our city.itopefully City Coun- 
cil will take heed of their actions 
and will now have something 
to say on the subject. 

Since the idea was first ad- 
vanced we have supported the 
park idea, in spite of recogni- 
tion of economic problems of the 
future development of that area 
privately. We still favor the 
park. 



Virginia's revised Constitution may well be 
half as wordy as the 1902 document it will 
update, but let no one think that a word will 
be discarded or included that Is not being 
weighed at the special session of the legis- 
lature now in session. 

One word that is almost certain to be added 
is "sex". ^ 

The Commission on Constitutional Revision 
urged that the Bill of Rights be kept pretty 
much as George Mason penned it but suggested 
that several new provisions be added. Among 
them is "the right to be free from govern- 
mental discrimination upon the basis of rel- 
igious or political conviction, race, color, or 
national origin." 

No sooner was the Commission's report 
released than many of the women oftheCoram- 
onwealth arose to demand that the clause be 
broadened to also prohibit discrimination be- 
cause of sex. 

There is no evidence that this was a del- 
iberate oversight by the Commission. Those 
present at former Governor Albertis S. 
Harrison's press briefing on the report recall, 
in fact, that at one point the Commission chair- 
man made reference to "the man or woman 
who is Governor." 

At any rate, there seems to be no overt 
opposition to adding "sex" to the categories 
listed in the Bill of Rights. 

In debate on this section also the question 
came up as to whether the Constitution should 
refer to Virginia as a part of the United 
States. Some favor making tljis declaration in 
no uncertain language while other legislators 
believe the relationship is understood. 

More significant have been the difference 
over other terminology, and few words are 
causing more concern among the members of 
the General Assembly than some proposed 
for the section on education. 

Among these are "sectarian" and "non- 
sectarian." 

At pr«ent State aid is limited e>q)ressly to 
public schools. There was considerable press- 
ure, on the one hand, to strike the "non- 
sectarian" ^limitation from the Constitution to 
allow the General Assembly to extend certain 
types of aid to sectarian schools, such as 



those operated by the Roman Catholic Church. 

On the subject of tuition grants for the 
handicapped and other exceptional children, 
however, the General Assembly appears ready 
to recommend to the voters that the new 
Constitution be worded so as to permit quali- 
fying children attending sectarian schools to 
benefit by the stipends. (Tuition grants would 
be made avails^le only to the handicapped; 
the courts have ruled that grants which pro- 
mote separation of the races are unconsti- 
tutional.) 

"High quality education" is another phrase 
which has given the legislators some trouble. 
The Commission's proposed new article on 
education mandates an educational program 
"of high quality" for all children of school 
age, and directs the General Assembly to 
see that the necessary funds are provided 
for such a program in each school division. 

Foreseeing the possibility of "endless lit- 
igation" because of differences of opinion 
regarding the meaning of "high quality" ed- 
ucation. Governor Godwin urged that caution 
be exercised in drafting the revision. 

Debate on the matter of the legislature's 
providing for compulsory school attendance 
hung on the choice of "may" or "shall" 
in still anodier Instance in which words have 
been carefully scrutinized. As it stands in 
the joint resolution, the article would read, 
"The General Assembly shall provide for the 
complusory education or training of every 
eligible child, of appropriate age, as deter- 
mined by general law." 

"Charter counties" also provoked some 
semantical wrangling. This new concept was 
introduced by theCommission, which recomm- 
ended that counties of 25,0(X) population or 
more be given this designation and given 
privileges now enjoyed by clti«, including 
that of ad(^ng and amending their own char- 
ters, after local referendum. 

In committee the new tftminology was 
knocked out, but Uie basic concq;4 was retained 
in modified language.

The most serious problem confronting government, on all 
levels, in the United States is the question of how to obtain the 
necessary revenues to meet expenditures. 

There seems to be no end to the demands on Federal, State 
and Local levels for funds for an ever-increasing number of 
purposes. As a result, there also seems no end to the continuous 
increase in taication of all types in an effort to meet the obliga- 
tions of modern government. 

New York City has one-million people on welfare; the Gov- 
ernor of New York State has all but admitted the inability of 
the State and Local government to handle the burden of expend- 
itures. A city in Ohio recently found itself with insufficient 
funds to meet the payrolls in the public school system. Other 
cities have sounded warnings that in the not too distant future 
they will simply be unable to cope with th» myriad of financial 
burdens being placed upon them. 

Expenditures for new purposes will continue to rise in the 
future. As our country gets more crowded problems will arise 
which will require the huge expenditure of government ftmds 
for purposes which as of today are non-existent. For example, 
as our crime problem continues to increase, soon someone 
will realize that it is directly related, in large part, to the 
nature of modern family life. With mom and pop working, 
junior finds himself at home and alone for three to four hours 
each weekday afternoon. 

It's true that occasionally mom may sneak a telephone call 
from work to check on his whereabouts; but for the most 
part he is left to his own resources. It's not surprising that 
occasionally in this environment a child will fall in with the 
wrong crowd and get caught stealing from a coke machine; 
or using drugs or just pliain stealing, or get pregnant, 
or some similar trouble. In order to attack the crime problem 
Jn this area, the government will find it necessary within the 
next generation to operate nurseries for children whose parents 
work. Think of the cost of this new item of government e3q)end- 
iture. 

Another area of increasing government expenditures on a 
previously unmatched scale will be public educatirau The state 
and local governments simply will not be able to shoulder this 
burden alone. Add to this such new areas of government concern 
as rent siq^ement programs; programs in which the govern- 
ment makes part of the mortgage paymwit on residential^ 
property for owners whose Incomes ire below a certata level; 
Project Headstart; STOP; the rebuilding of American citi» 
(which alone has been estimated to cost $100 billion); the con- 
struction of new highways; the need for a continuous strong 
national defense posture; the space prc^am, and ottier tx&s 
of government control too numerous to mention. 

If the state and local governments do not have the funds 
to meet these obligations, the money will lave to come, if it 
comes at all, from the federal governmart. Where will the 
federal government get the revenue; since it currently seems 
to l>e operaUi^ at a ccHitinwus range of deficits b^een ten 
and $25 b^lion annually. The aiswer, (tf course, is bi a never 
endii^ cycle of increased tantim, of all forms. This single 
fact has inqdie^faiK oi sqreme and frigtt«dng importance 
to the tstate at Oie tree mterprlse system.

"Love in E Flat" by Norman 
Krasna, the current bill of fare 
at stage Door Dinner Playhouse, 
is a flat play, but the cast 
does an above average job with 
the lackluster script. 

Director Jon Dawson moves 
his cast well and at a fast clip 
through the spotty comedy 
action. The first act has so 
much explanation built in to set 
up the involved situation that 
it really isn't very funny. The 
second act, full of fast-paced 
action and many one-liners, is 
funny, but hard to digest after 
so much setting up. 

The Action revolves around 
a youis school teach^i' who 
shares ^r. flat and her life 
with a young" intern who actu- 
ally lives upstairs. It is a fine 
relationship, except that she is 
considering marriage, and he is 
not. He would rather continue 
the present relationship and 
commute between apartments. 



Although she is entirel/de"- 
voted to him, he doesn't trust 
her. He sets up a listening de- 
vice so that he can hear what 
goes on in her apartment when 
he is not |here. When she dis- 
covers this through a contrived 
bit of action, she and her 
married sister set out to set 
a trap for him, which includes 
making him think she is pre- 
gnant, making him jealous and 
bringing about the inevitable 
matrimonial union. Obviously it 
works. This, after all, is a farce 
comedy. 

The production is held togeth- 
er by the outstanding natural 
acting of Nancy Simpson as the 
young school teacher. She 
makes the most of every word, 
action and facial expression, 
to get the desired effect. 

Her intern boyfriend is ade- 
quately played by Dan Herlong, 
who works hard to achieve the 
jealous lover and most be- 
fuddled fellow role.

Bob Cava III plays her hus- 
band, but appears unsure of 
himself on stage.

Residents of Knotts Island, 
located in the Southern most 
end of Virginia Beach on the 
Virginia-North Carolina bor- 
der, today are faced with a 
reduction in protection in the 
event of emergencies requiring 
fire fighting equipment and 
rescue squad facilities. 

The situation has come al>out 
by the resipations of a number 
of Volunteer Fire and Rescue 
men. 

George A. Sauer, a member 
of the department for the past 
seven years and who has served 
as department chief for the past 
three years, said, "The current 
situation is an indirect result of 
lack of cooperation over' a 
pieriod of time on the part of 
those concerned with the de- 
partment's operation, although 
the residents of the island gave 
their support". 

Sauer says approximately 
half of the department members 
will be resigning, that all the 
officers have resigned or in- 
dicate they will do so, with the 
exception of himself, and that 



he expects to resign in the near 
future. 

Sauer said "In view of the 
resignations the rescue depart- 
ment Is at an extreme minimum 
of service at this time. The fire 
department would be hurting for 
qualified personnel during the 
daytime (to meet emergencies). 
During other hours the situation 
would not be as drastic". Sauer 
added that the Creeds ambul- 
ance service is available 
nearby. 

When Sauer was asked about 
the future outlook be replied, 
"The future operation of the 
dqiartment is questionable at 
this time." He also pointed out 
that the department is finan- 
cially supported primarily by 
tax revenues from Currituck 
County, North Carolina and add- 
ed that the residents feel if 
something isn't done they will 
petition officials to discontinue 
assessing them for this tax 
money for any continued finan- 
cial support of the department. 
The fire station lies physically 
in North Carolina, but has been

Sen. William B.Spong touched 
on a variety of subjects before 
he settled down to a serious 
discussion of malnutritianinthe 
state of Virginia Saturday at the 
Virginia Beach Woman's Demo- 
cratic Club meeting. 

"I don't think the fact that 
the administration got off to a 
slow start is bad," said Sen. 
Spong. "Maybe the nation need- 
ed a period to cool off." 

Matters that need immediate 
attention, he said, include a way 
to cool off or end the war in 
Vietnam, a way to prevent a 
war in the Middle East in which 
the United States could become 
involved, a way to convince the 
Russians that the U. S. is willing 
to call off the arms race if they 
are. He added that inflation, 
in many ways, is the gravest 
issue the U. S. faces. 

Sen. Spong said that he be- 
came interested in the malnu- 
trition issue through a similar 
study made in South Carolina 
by Sen. Hollins of that state. 
He said he decided to check 
Virginia since no valid study 
had been done. 

"When I decided to do this, 
I knew it was going to be a 
very unpopular thing to do," 
said Sen. ^ng. "Nostate likes 
federal programs less than Vir- 
ginia.

/Spices Add Subtle Flavor 

Spain is a glowing, buU-fight- 
Ing, emotional country and we 
might expect its people to eat 
pungently spiced foods the way 
they do in Mexico. "Alimento" 
may be the word for food in 
both countries, but Spanish 
cooking, unlike Mexican, is sea- 
soned with the less pungent 
spices; paprika, saffron, cumin 
seed, mint, nutmeg, thyme, bay 
leaf and cinnamon. 



Garlic and onions, green pep- 
pers and parsley are used in 
every home to season such 
basic foodstuffs as seafood, 
game, rice, beans, chick peas, 
eggs and the potatoes and other 
vegetables which grow in coastal 
regions. 

Two sauces are especially 
popular in the Spanish cuis- 
ine, "sofrito" and "plcada." 
The "sofrito" starts with hot 
olive oil in which garlic and 
onions are slowly browned. 
Then tomatoes, salt and paprika 
are added; seafood, vegetables 
or other foods are simmered 
in this savory sauce. Some 
recipes call for "plcada" which 
Is a pounded blend, generally 
garlic, saffron and parsley.

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Tomatoes Are Fine Fruit

Editor's note: Here is another 
in tlie series on home hort- 
iculture by Wesley P. Judkins, 
Extension horticulturist atVlr- 
ginia Tech.) 

Tomatoes are a fine fruit 
for the home garden. Or poss- 
ibly you would prefer to call 
them vegetables. In botanical 
terms it is a fruit, actually a 
berry, because it is entirely 
soft. It is also a vegetable by 
popular terminology. Regard- 
less of what you call them, 
they are delicious and useful 
as a food, and easily grown in 
a small garden. 

Diseases liice wilt and blight 
may in the past have caused 
low yields. For this reason you 
may have stopped growing to- 
matoes. The newer, disease- 
resistant varieties have greatly 
reduced this problem. You can 
now grow tomatoes with a min- 
imum of spraying, and harvest 
a good crop of fruit until frost 
kills your vines, in the fall. 

Two fine tomatoes* which are 
quite tolerant of wilt and blight 
are Delsher and Marion. These 
are both vigorous, prMuctive, 
main crop varieties. The fruit 
is of good red color, high qual- 
ity and resistant to cracking. 

If your local source of plants 
does not carry these varieties, 
secure some seeds and sow 
them directly in the garden. 
Your tomatoes will be a few 
weeks later in ripening but they 
will continue to produce until 
frost. 

Set out a few plants of an 
early variety like Moreton Hy- 
brid to supply fruit until your 
direct seeded ones start to 
bear. A half dozen plants will 
provide all the early fruit you 
need. 

Have you ever tried any of 
the piste tomatoes? These sm- 
all to medium - sized, oval- 
shaped fruit are firm and meaty. 
As the name suggests, they are 
used for commercial canning 
as tomato paste, puree or whole 
tomatoes. 

Paste tomatoes are mild in 
-flavor and -quite pro(hictiv£jja- 
the home garden. Try either 
La Bonlta or Roma. These have 
bright red fruits two or three 
inches long and are resistant 
to fusarium wilt. 

For still more variety in your 
garden, you should plant some 
of the small round cherry to- 
matoes. These are very usrful 
for fresh salad or preserving. 
Early Cherry will produce fruit 
in about eight weeks after plants 
are set in the garden. Although^ 
the plants are small they are 
very productive. 

Red Cherry is a standard 
cherry variety. The plants are 



quite vigorous and produce 
round fruit about one inch or 
larger in diameter. This is a 
main crop variety which usually 
requires nearly 11 weeks to 
ripen its fruit after the plants 
are set. 

Regardless of what type of 
tomatoes you select, they will 
grow best if you mulch the soil 
around them with sawdust, wood 
chips, straw or other organic 
material. This will conserve 



soil moisture and help control 
weeds. You may also wish to 
train them up on a stake or 
string to keep the fruit off the 
ground.

Most lawns in the Tidewater 
area have some azaleas planted 
in it. These always made a wel- 
come addition by giving such an 
outstanding display of color Hi* 
spring. 

Azaleas, like all other plants, 
are subject to certain diseases. 
One of the most prominent is 
azalea leaf gall, and is noticed 
most in the spring during and 
following bloom. 

Ui the case of azalea leaf 
gall, the leaves become thick- 
ened or fleshy, either wholly 
or in part, and turn pale green 
or whitish. Sometimes a fleshy 
rosette of leaves appears at 
the tip end tff the branch, or 
a gall which later becomes 
bladder-like as it decays and 
dries out. 

To control the fungus that 
causes'-this, you should use 
Zineb at the rate of 1 1/3 
tablespoons per gallon of water. 
This should be applied once 
before the buds open, and again 
after flowering.

Inflation Clouds Economy 

Virginia's booming economy 



is clouded by persistent in- 
flation, the "pickpocket of con- 
sumers" according to the 
current Virginia Business In- 
dex. 

Dr. Leland E. Traywlck, dir- 
ector of the Bureau of Business 
Research at the College of Wil- 
liam and Mary, which publishes 
the monthly index, said the con- 
tinuing inflation makes the 
state's economic gains "an 
illusion. No i-efl gain In pur- 
chasing power has been made." 
Mg0tlt^Wie\, which each month 
^Mites^siD«ss and economic 
i^stics in i4 Virginia com- 
munities, reported that the 
biggest upward signs in Feb- 
ruary, the most recent month 
analyzed, are In bank debits— 
the value of checks drawn 
against demand deposits. 

For February, 1969, bank 



debits are up "a staggering 
12.4 per cent above what they 
were a year ago. The Indica- 
tion is that the money is spent 
for all kinds of goods, durable 
and non-durable, as well as 
services." 

In overall comparisons of 
all types of business indicators, 
the biggest gains were register- 
ed by Richmond, up 16 per cent 
awi Winchester, up 12.3 per 
cent from February, 1968. 

Across the state, bulldttig^ 
permits were up 13.1 per cent, 
electrical consumption was up 
10.6 per cent; noi^agrlet^ral 
employment rose 3.8 per cent 
and retail sales were up 5.6 
per cent. However, newspaper 
advertising lineage was down 
0.5 per cent, new car reglstra- 
tioas dipped by 3.4 per cent 
and postal receipts slowed by 
0.2 per cent.

; The current production at 
Cavalier Dinner Playhouse, 
"The Kanck" by Ann Jellicoe, 
is at best a controversial com- 
edy, but is well done by a fine 

~' cast. 

The knack referred to in the 
title is the art of seduction of 
as many girls as possible by 
one of the characters, and which 
he flaunts before his friends. 
During the course of the action, 
however, his knack fails him, 
and, as usual, love conquers all. 

Many will call this a dirty 
play, especially since there is 
such frank discussion of sex 
and the sex act (and how to get 
it all reduced to about 85 
seconds), and since the play's 
three leading men range from 
sex mania to asexuality. 

The superficial story con- 
cerns a young school teacher 
who owns a London rooming 
house and who is preoccupied 
with his sexual inadequacies and 
his tremendous desire to ful- 
fill himself. He rents rooms to 
one fellow who needs several 
different women during several 

__. hours of each day and who 
chases almost anything in skirts 
to show his ability to succeed. 
The other tenant, in whose 
room the action takes place, 
is not concerned at all with 
sex. He shows distaste for the 
one with the knack and compa- 
ssion for the other. It is through 
his long ramblings that the 

- philosophical structure of the 
play actually emerges. 

Into this arrangement stumb- 
les a young sensual girl just in 
from the provinces. She is fri- 
ghtened, but she innocently 



seeks love. The rest is up to 
nature. 

Gary Battaglia plays the 
tight-trousered seducer well. 
He slinks ^bout the stage with 
a master race neo-Nazi swag- 
ger that is finally exposed. He 
rhows conceit, hate and devious 
qualities well, but perhaps un- 
derplays just a shade. 

William Jon Camp, as the 
apartment owner, does a fine

Walter Williamson, as the 
pivotal character, works quite 
hard to expose one and help 
the other.

The team, representing eight 
different types of colleges and 
universities throughout the co- 
untry, was sent to Virginia 
Wesleyan by the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Schools, 
the regional accrediting agency, 
as another step in the new coll- 
ege's move toward full accred- 
itation. Virginia Wesleyan has 
applied at this time for advanc- 
ement to candidate status. 

Senior colleges are not elig- 
ible for accreditation until the 
school has graduated at least 
one class. Virginia Wesleyan's 
first class will graduate in 
June 1910. If the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and 
Schools yotes accreditation for 
Virginia Wesleyan at the fall 
meeting in 1070, the status will 
be retroactive to include the 
first graduating class. 

Virginia Wesleyan received 
approval from the Virginia State 
Board of Education on its first 
two years of work in May 1968. 
The college is now in ite tliird 
year of operation and is offer- 
ing courses on the junior level. 
Senior level courses will be 
added in September 1969.

The Virginia Beach Public 
Library system will celebrate 
National Library Week, April 
20-26, by opening a new branch 
library. 

The new facility, Kempsville 
Branch Library will hold the 
formal opening on April 20 at 
3 p.m. This branch will open 
with 7,000 books, approximately 
the same number of books the 
public library system began 
with on May 12, 1959. 

Known then as the Virginia 
Beach-Princess Anne County 
Library, the facility was housed 
in the old C&P building at 302 
22nd St.— one branch is still in 
the building.

Gas stations would seem to be 
a real bone of contention to 
readers of the SUN SURVEY. 
Of those who answered last 
week's question, "Should City 
Council continue to approve the 
construction of new gas stations 
in general areas where there 
are already one or more sta- 
tions out of bu9!iness for want 
of a tenant or for other rea- 
sons?", 96 per cent said "No" 
and 4 per cent said "Yes." 

One who said "No" was 
adamant enough to write a letter 
also, explaining the reason fpr 
the negative answer. Another in 
opposition wanted to know, "Are 
we hypocritical, when we talk 
about city planning? (Council) 
approves the implementation of 
a plan on zoning anil then dis- 
regai:ds it and puts another gas 
station on the corner?"

Where trash is burned, res- 
idents of both Norfolk and Ches- 
apeake have complained of odor, 
pollution and smoke. Norfolk 
has apparently been unable to 
come up with any feasible sol- 
ution inside its own confines, 
and therefore has had to look 
elsewhere. 

The logical places to look 
have been Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake, and Norfolk off- 
icials have now confirmed that 
plans in both cities have been 
under considerat4on for some 
time.

What has been proposed by 
Norfolk City Manager Thomas 
Maxwell and Virginia Beach 
City Manager Roger Scott is 
that Norfolk will build a gar- 
bage transfer station near the 
limits of the two cities where 
Norfolk trucks would dump for 
compression and transfer to 
Virginia Beach trucks. The gar-

Virginia Beach may or may 
not have an additional surfing 
area this summer at Croatan, 
and the final say may be up to 
the courts. 

A little over a week ago City 
Manager Roger Scott unVfeiled 
plans for this summer where 
surfing activities at Virginia 
Beach are concerned. The 
report was the result of months 
of work and research by City 
Council's special surf ingco- 
mmittee which was formed last 
fall, in the hope that off-season ' 
study could come up with good 
concrete suggestions. 

The plans called for a new 
surfing area at Croatan Beach 
and for an additional hour of 
surfing from 42nd Street north 
of Fort Story. There has been 
some little opposition to the 
extension of the time from 
10 a»m. to 11 a.m., but nothing 
compared to the other objec- 
tions. 

Present surfing regulations 
ban surfing from 10 a.m. to 
6 p.m. in the northern areas 
and until 6 p.fli. everywhere 
else, except in the city's two 
designated surfing areas. 



The city has set aside a 600- 
foot area just north of Steel 
Pier for several years. This 
area is patrolled, guarded and 
policed but has become over- 
crowded as surfing enthusiasts 
have increased. 

Last year the city designated 
a 1,000-foot area of its pro- 
perty at Little Island Park in 
Sandbridge for surfing. But par- 
ents have complained - their 
young children cannot reach this 
area easily, particularly on the 
single narrow, winding road. 
And surfers say the surf there 
isn't worthwhile most of the 
time anyway. 

In addition each summer the 
East Coast Surfing Champion- 
ships are held at Steel Pier, 
sponsored by the Jaycees and 
promoted nationwide. 

Scott reported that a compro- 
mise solution recommended by 
the committee was to open a 
two-block, 1,000-foot area of 
Croatan Beach for surfing this 
summer on a one-year trial 
basis. The area would extend 
from the Camp Pendleton fence 
northward.

Initial 
feelings are that the public 
land cannot be used for private 
use and that the land cannot 
be sold to Collier for his cause- 



In addition, hojwever, a num- 
ber of residents of the area are 
also protesting strongly. Joe 
Lawlcr, representing anumber 
of residents, told Council that 
the causeway would cause a 
backup 0^ trash and sediment 
regardless of a pipe through 
the middle of it that would allow 
passage of water and small 
boats. 

Two residents objected to the 
causeway between their two 
houses and others objected to 
the restrictions what would be 
placed on boating and water 
skiing.

The saga of Wanda, the wand- 
ering whale, came to an end 
Tuesday morning on a bleak 
stretch of beach in the False 
Capes area of Virginia Beach. 

Wanda came ashore at Sand- 
bridge during the night of Sun- 
day April 13 apparently to 
await her approaching death, 
which came a short time later 
after resisting various means of 
doing away with her body, in- 
cluding decapitation, and being 
towed to sea, she finally met her 
demise by being blown to bits. 

A team of demolition experts 
from the Navy E.O.D, Group 
attached to Fort Story provided 
Wanda with her final blast. Lt. 
Cmdr. Henry Staples, the 



Groups Executive Officer; 
assisted by Lt. (j.g.) Joe Dich- 
iacchio and C.P.O. Garland 
Skages came to the assistance 
of Cecil Land, director of Vir- 
ginia Beach Refuse Collection 
Bureau in disposing of the 
whale's carcass. 

The coup de grace was carr- 
ied out through the use of two 
5 pound charges of a plastic 
ejfplosive known as CcnKiosition 
C4. Shallow holes wegp nol- 
lowed out in the sand'under the 
carcass for the^arges which 
were wired tgjfTiring caps to 
be set off by means of pri- 
mer cords attached to a deton- 
ator. 

Wanda was first sighted on 
the beach at Sandbridge near an 
old shipwreck about two miles 



below the fishing pier. By Tues 
day morning,^ April 15, tides 
and winds had carried the fe- 
male sperm whale to an area 
of the beach near Sea Scape and 
Sandfiddler Roads. Residents^ 
reported the 33-foot long whale 
still showed some signs of life 
on Wednesday. 

On Friday a team of scien- 
tists from the Smithsonian In 



stitiite in Washington examined 
the remains- of the whale and 
removed the four-loot head to 
take back to a museum for future 
study. A Navy LARG then pro- 
ceeded to haul the whale's car- 
cass away from the beach for 
transfer to a Coast Guard cutter 
standing by to tow the carcass 
out to sea. Two 60-pound packs 
of explosive had already been 
attached to the whale for the 



purpose of blowing it up to pre- 
vent any hazard to shipping. 
However, the whale's- remains 
broke the tow. Wajdewjias then 
again missing rtor neark two 
days, headless and creat 
quite a tale. 

During the whale's return to 
the beach one pack of the ex- 
plosives became -lost. The

attached, was recovered when 
the carcass was discovered on 
thd False Cape beach near the 
Ncn-th Carolina line.

A trend in Virginia Bead» 
schools to lower the pupil- 
teacher ratio will reverse It- 
self next fall to cuts in the 
school budget. 

A UM of 44 of 200 new 
teacher positions will be eli- 
minated. "It will (*viously in- 
crease the pupil-teacher ra- 
tio," said Supt. E. E. Brlckell 
in answer to a question on the 
matter at the April School Board 
meeting. 

The teachers accounted for 
$342,600 of the $700,000 cut 
authorized by City Council. The 
Council could only set the a- 
mount to be cut from the budget 
but could not authorize any 
specific items to be cut. 

Another large amount drop- 
ped was the $150,00) alocated 
for a school site. Other deduc- 
tions included $50,000 for cle- 
rical services for instruction, 
$10,000 for travel of instruc- 
tional personnel, $30,000 for 
two new supervisors, $5,000 for 
educational television maiWen- 
ance items, $5,000 labeled o- 
ther instructional costs, $1,000 
• for stationery and office sup- 
plies, $39,000 from instruc- 
tional supplies, $46,900 for li- 
brary books (Books will be 
purchased from a surplus in 
the textbook fund.), $7,500 for 
a psychologist at the Center 
for Effective Learning (There 
will be one psychologist Instead 

of two). 

Other deductions include: 
$3,000 for repairs, tires and 
tubes for buses and $2,000 for 
gas, $5000 for an employee who 
will not be hired, $8,000 for 
telephone improvements, $5, 
000 for fuel oil, $5,000 for 
contracted maintenance ser- 
vice, $5,000 f6r repair and 
replacement of equipment, 
$10,000 for building materials, 
Sio',000 for furniture and equip- 
ment and $10,000 from theNat- 
t ional Defense Education Act.

Next on the agenda, after 
cutting the budget, Supt.

School enrpllof^nt through 
March of tlos year shows an 
increase Of 2,312 students over 
March of last year. 

Bids for an addition and im- 
provements at Creeds Elem«j- 
tary School ran over the $200, 
000 allocated for the project. 
The low bid of $249,780 of H. 
L. Temple, Inc. was accepted, 
however. Other funds will be 
transferred to make up the 
difference, since Brickell said 
they did not want to approach 
City Council for the money. 

The problem of what to do 
about school buses turning 
around in the Kurd's Restaurant 
parking lot at the end of Kurd's 
Road was tabled until the May 
meeting.

Next the company andAra- 
go;ia Utilities, which serves 
another 3,000 homes, sought a 
hearing before the SCC Tuesday 
for a temporary hike which 
would have given permission to 
deduct from the present rate 
cost of sewage treatment and 
add the HRSD fee.

Joseph Crosswhite, Jr. city 
postmaster and a resident of 
the area, said he opposed' the 
plan and said the city should 
try to get Brighton Beach, flie - 
area l)etween Camp PendletonS 
and Dam Neck at the end of

Scott pointed out that hego- 
tiations with the state National 
Guard and the Navy in the past 
have proved highly unsuccessful 
and said that the areas are not 
used as little as had been im- 
plied. But he said he would 
open new avenues of approa- 
ching the proper authorities. 
He also suggested possible use 
of most areas for surfing when 
weather is bad and surf is best. 
This, he said, is done in some 
other surfing cities. 

Those who favor the plan say 
that Virginia Beach needs even 
more area than has already 
been disignated or planned for 
to meet present and future 
needs. 

Present plans call for hotels 
to be built on the valuable land 
at Steel Pier behind the area 
now being used for surfing, thus 
eliminating that area in the fu- 
ture. With the military instal- 
lations hemming in so much of 
the city's oceanfront property, 
there are actually few alterna- 
tives open to city officials. 

Scott told Council, "There 
is no easy solution."

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cation of what has been des- 
cribed by one policeman as 
"the biggest cache of porno- 
graphy ever seen here". 

Police said Lovisl Is charged 
with two counts of sodomy, one 
count of participating In an 
obscihe display, two counts of 
cruel and Injurious treatment 
of children and one count of 
failing to register as a felon. 
Mrs. Lovisl Is accused of two 
counts of cruel and unjurious 
treatment of children, one count 
of participating In an obsecene 
display and one count of arson. 

According to Capps an extre- 
mely larg«^uantity of obscene 
material including more than 
500 reels of pornogrs^phicmoVfe 
films, books, still photos and 
other material were found In the 
home. 

Capps said, "We went Into 
the house with a search warr- 
ant as the result of an Invest- 
igation regarding the children. 
During the search she (Mrs. 
Lovisl) set fires in various 
rooms of the house". Officials 
said the arson charge was the 
result of these fires. 

Investigators said the cruel 
and Injurious treatment of 
children charges resulted from 
alleged acts c6mmitted Invol- 
ving the 10 and 12-year-old 
daughters of Mrs. Lovisl by a 
fofmer marriage, and that the 
t\^ girls, and her son, 9, have 
been placed under temporary 
care of the city Welfare Depart- 
ment. 

Lovlsl's charge of fttUlng to 
register as a felon, according 
to police, resulted from a pre- 
vious conviction regarding use 
of the U. S. postal services 
for distribution of obscene mat- 
erial. 

Police officials said other 
Items which were found in the 
home included a quantity of 
assorted firearms and ammun- 
ition. 

The investigation of the case 
has now branched out to other 
law enforcement agencies, In- 
cluding Norfolk police, the 
F.B.L, the U. S. Attorney, and 
the federal Alcohol, Tobacco, 
& Firearms Division. 

Indications are the Norfolk 
police and A.T.F.D.investl^-^ 
tions concern the firearms 
found in the home. 

Robert Hancock, Special 
Agent In charge of the Norfolk 
FBI Office, said his agency Is 
"looking Into the case from the 
possibility of any violations of 
' federal regulations". 

Rogers Williams. U.S. Attor- 
ney in Norfolk, said, "We are 
aware of the seizure and we 
have evaluated some of the 
evidence that was seized. At 
this time I am not in a posi- 
tion to state whether or not we 
win take any action". 

Lovlsi, whose occupation has 
been reported as an unemployed 
tailor, has been placed under 
$2,000 bond pending further 
court proceedings. Bond for 
Mrs. Lovlsi has been set at 
$1,500. 

In summarizing the case to 
this point Capps said, "Further 
charges are pending, and other 
arrests could result from the 
continuing investigation". 

E.R. Cockrell

while Jamison was taken to the 
Kansas University Medical 
Center at Kansas City.

Police Identified 
the suspect as Floyd E. Bonney, 
Jr., of Back Bay. Bonney, 31, 
was reportedly charged with 
aiding and abetting In the man- 
ufacture ofiUegal whiskey. Vir- 
ginia Beach, federal and state 
law officers destroyed the still 
which was found In a wooded 
region off West Neck Road near 
the intersection of West Land- 
ing Road. Two other men, iden- 
tified as John A. Powell, 39, 
of Chesapeake, and John H. Dull, 
50, of Back Bay, were arrested 
at the still site and, according 
to police, were charged with 
illegal manufacture of whiskey.

Surf and Ire Are Up 



The plight of the surfer in 
Virginia Beach is coming ever 
closer to an impasse. City 
Council's special committee 
made some recommendations 
that appeared to be excellent 
ones for this coming summer, 
but they have already met with 
so much opposition that it looks 
doubtful the problem can ever be 
solved. 

The committee tried hard. 
They wrote to other major sur- 
fing centers. They discussed the 
problem with officials of those 
cities. And they met with sur- 
fing enthusiasts here. Their 
recommendations to increase 
surfing hours north of 42nd 
Street and to open a new 1,000 
foot area at Croatan Beach have 
met with strong opposition. 

The major opposition comes 
to the new area. While there 
are very few homes in the area 
at present and plans for none 
by the end of the summer, and 
while the area is only recomm- 
ended on a single-year trial 
basis, the residents are up in 
arms, particularly sjncethe en- 
tire area has just been recomm- 
ended for commercial use. 



The major contention, how- 
ever, a legal question of v/ho 
owns the beach, could tangle the 
mess well beyond the summer 
and create nothing but trouble. 

We favor the Croatan area for 
surfing, or at least part of it 
to Maryland Avenue, where only 
one home, off the oceanfront, 
would be affected. Hopefully this 
can be worked out with the pro- 
perty owners to the satisfaction 
of everyone. The surfers, 
abundant i n number, need and 
deserve this area to take care 
of the overflow from Steel 
Pier and to satisfy those who 
cannot get to Sandbridge. 

If the city is to continue to 
be a surfing capital and to hold 
championship meets here, a 
solution must be found, and a 
permanent one at that. 

If none can be found, there is 
only one alternative. Ban sur- 
fing except in small designated 
areas or^for safety's sake, do 
away with it entirely. And wtiata 
shame that v/ould be.

A 'Ticket' to Richmond 



The filing deadline for candidates in the July 
Democratic primary is now history. The only 
surprise came on the last day when State Sen. 
Carrington Thompson jumped into the political 
arena as a candidate for the second spot on 
the ticket. 

This ended weeks ofstruggfe within the ranks 
of the Democratic party to find a suitable can- 
didate to oppose Richmond State Sen. Sargept 
Reynolds, who had announced his intentions to 
run weeks earlier. 

Thompson, a relative newcomer to the state- 
wide scene, is well- liked by his colleagues, and 
is considered to be a formidable candidate. 
His moderate to conservative leanings make 
him more acceptable to old-line Organization 
stalwarts and to the moderates as weH. 

While Reynolds, who has served in both 
houses of the legislature, professes to lean to 
a moderate way of thinking, many are tagging 
him with^ more "liberal" title, based in part 
on his voting record and in part on his political 
individuality. Reynolds, on the other hand, 
chooses to call his way of thinking, "dynamic 
progressivism", whatever that may mean. 

Reynolds is wooing the conservatives too. 
He is careful to praise the Godwin Administra- 
tion for its policies, particularly in the fields 
of education and mental institutions. But he 
stops short of supporting the continuation of 
these policies as such. As a substitute he 
-recommends that much more must.b* done by 
next administration, of which he would like 
to be a part. 

Reynolds is an avowed independent, and says 
he would not join a ticket in the primary even 
if someone asked him, which he considers 
unlikely. He is a bit of a maverick also, and 
as a wealthy independent aiKl heir to the Rey- 
nolds Metals fortune, he plans to wage a brisk 
campaign. 

He cannot be sold short, either. He is an 
attractive young man, very glib and speaks 
well without notes. He appears to answer ques- 
tions well and thinks well on his feet. Re- 



gardless of what happens in this rac^ there 
is little doubt in the minds of any of the 
politicos that he will be heard from again. 

Then there is the question of "to form or 
not to form a ticket." There is much to be 
said for being independent, but it costs more 
money that way 2j^ one single candidate can't 
possibly get to as many people and places as 
three can. 

While gubernatorial hopefuls William Battle 
and Henry Howell are obviously not going to 
form tickets, in favor of going it alone, Fred 
Pollard is. He, Thompson and Del. Guy Farley, 
running for Attorney General will become a 
three-man team. 'From the beginning of the 
announcements and jockeying Pollard has in- 
dicated his strategy included the formation of 
a ticket, so it has really come as no surprise. 

Apparently all the other candidates for Attor- 
ney -jGeneral will run as independents also, 
unless Battle or HoweU team up with one of 
them. This too is considered highly unlikely. 

The cost of campaigning independently may 
also have some effect on the House of Del- 
egates race in Virginia Beach. Already Rhae 
Adams and incumbent B.R. Middleton have 
announced they will run as a team and have 
opened a cann^ign headquarters directly next 
door to Battle camiaign headquarters on Vir- 
ginia Beach Blvd., near Adams' Beach Ford. 

Bruce Murphy and Richard Guy both ann- 
ounced their„candidacies as independents, and 
so far have been running that way. Bflt that 
too is subject to change. It seems quite likely 
that Guy and Murphy will form a ticket for 
economic reasons and because their political 
leanings are apparently quite similar. Their 
linings are obviously a shade more conser- 
vative than those of Adams and Middleton. 

The entire matter is going to grt compli- 
cated in Virginia B^ch anyway, particularly 
when support for the gubernatorial candidates 
is asked for and received. To quote a pofwlar 
T.V. &how character, this campaign is going to 
be "Veeery interesting." 



Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, when he was cajnpaigning for 
President, was speaking to the National Press Club in Washing- 
ton, D.C. He related an incident which occurred shortly alter 
the surrender of the German Army in Europe. 

He said he was at a reception which was attended by Army 
Gen. Georgy Konstantinovich Zhukov, ex Chief -of-Staff of the 
Russian Army. He explained how he and General Zhukov got 
into a discussion about the relative merits of the Russian system 
as compared with the American system of life and government. 
Gen. Eisenhower then stated that Marshall Zhukov argued to 
him that the Russian system was clearly superior because in 
Russia everyone got the education he or she was capable of 
absorbing; that everyone received free and adequate medical 
care; and that there was no unemployment in Russia; A reporter 
asked Gen. Eisenhower, "General, how did you answer General 
Zhukov's argument?". General Eisenhower replied "What could 
1 say?". 

This incident points up one of the most serious deficiencies 
in America today. Surely, there were a hundred different reasons 
Gen. Eisenhower could have given to refute the arguments of 
Gen. Zhukov in comparing the two systems of government. 
Yet he and many of our national leaders seem ill-informed 
and at a loss for words when it comes to explaining America 
to the world and what it represents. Imagine how this problem 
must mapify when you leave the level of top leadership and 
get to the average American citizen. 

The greatandnobleideasof freedom and justice and democracy 
embodied in the American Dream are not sufficiently understood 
by the vast majority of our citizens. Our school systems should 
conduct, on the high school level, a mandatory course in which 
the practical benefits of our Republic are thoroughly discussed, 
analyzed and understood. 

We spend too much time in our schools studying such myths 
as George Washington never telling a lie and not enough time 
understanding the writ of habeas corpus and what it means; 
or the right of a labor union to strike; or the right (with certain 
reasonable limitations) of an individual to stand on a street 
corner and speak his mind; or the right to criticize our elected 
officials and our government; or the right not to have a confession 
obtained by the police under conditions of torture, or threats, 
or the raising of false hopes or the giving of false promises; 
or the right of any man to run for elective office and many 
other practical benefits of our Republic. • 

In explaining America to the world, our statesmen most 
bear in mind that International Communism has twisted all 
the old meaning of such great words as justice, liberty and 
democracy. They must rememl)er Uiat the Russian constitution 
contains just as beautiful sounding words as does our Cmstitution. 
Russia tells the world that she has a People's Democracy; 
that their people enjoy "liberty" from capitalistic imperialism; 
and that their society is just because all its people are educated, 
given medical care and are employed. The wrds used by our 
leaders and the Russian leaders are the same, the great and 
uwieaiable Afference Ues in tiie results. 

It is ttie results or end-product of (Hir democracy, justice 
and liberty which our lesulers should stress to the world. We 
must fiod new and ftesh terms to explain our RqMblic to the 
citizens of ottier coimtries. We wasi lilt the caliber or level 
or (pality of oor salesmanship at least high enough to match 
or equal ttie product— namely, the American way of life.

Women Voters Celebrate 50 



Fifty years ago this week a 
proposal was made to form a 
League of Women Voters to fin- 
ish the fight for woman suffrage 
and to help the newly en- 
franchised voters to achieve the 
political goals for which women 
wanted the vote in the first 
place. The League formally 
came into being the following 
February. It has been a force for 
■ civic education and constructive 
political action evef since. 

Today the League of Women 
Voters is organized in « 1,250 
communities in all 50 states, 
the District of Columbia, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Island;^. It 
currently has 150,000 members 
and estimates that nearly two 
million women fiave belonged to 
the organization since its found- 
ing. 

Best known perhaps as a re- 
liable source of nonpartisan in- 
formation about voting, can- 
didates and issues, the League 
of Women Voters has always 
been respected as well as an 
effective and tenacious advocate 
of causes in the public interest. 

The national issues the 
League tackled in its early 
years were concerned with the 
protection of women and child- 
ren, broadened social insur- 
ance, a more competant civil 
service, food and drug legis- 
lation and international cooper- 
ation. Through its early support 
of the Leape of Nations and 
the World Court the League 
helped this country throw off 
its cloaJc of isolationism and 
take the lead in the formation 
of the United Nations. 

Currently the League is in 
the forefront of attempts to 
bring an end to water pollu- 
tion, is committed to work for 
equality of opportunity in ed- 
ucation, employment and hou- 
sing, and is embarked on a 
study of the electoral ststem. 
League interest in world affairs 
continues. 

From its earliest days the 
League has been a constructive 
force at the local and state 
level. Hailed by many as the 
group thr\t has done more than 
anyone else to improve the 
standard of local government 
through charter reform and 
other structural changesthe 
-League has worked as well to 
-Solve local problems of educa- 
tion, planning, recreation, 
health, housing, and welfare. 

The Leape of Women Voters 
is the only nationwide, citizen- 
based organization that has con- 
sistently worked on state issues 
in the public interest. State Lea- 
gues hiave taken the lead in con- 
stitutional revision, fair appor- 
tionment, court reform and fis- 
cal reforms. 

As the League begins its 50th 
year it is using the occasion 
to expand its efforts and eff- 
ectiveness. Part of the 50th 
anniversary celebration is a 
camjalp to raise $U million 
for this purpose. John W.Gard- 
ner, head of the Urban Coalitiwr 
and former Secretary of Health, 



Education, and Welfare, heads a 
committee of sponsors that in- 
cludes 114 distinguished men 
and women from many fields of 
endeavor. 

In endorsing the League's 
accomplishments and agreeing 
to help its future plans, Gardner 
said: "The times in which we 
live call for the highest level 
of citizen responsibility and 
participation. We need citizens 
who are not only ready to work 
hard in pursuit of worthwhile 
goals but also have the insight 
to identify needs Vh the first 
place. League members are 
such citizens. They are self- 
selected for civic concern so 
that when they go into action 
they go whole-heartedly, and 
they understand the social in- 
stitutions and governmental 
processes through which action 
must be car red out." 

The League of Women Voters 
of Norfolk-Virginia Beach has 



been a bulwark of good govern- 
ment for 13 years. 

In the past year this organi- 
zation has distributed approx- 
imately 20,000 Voters' Cal- 
endars, sent two representa- 
tives (non-League members) to 
a Land and Water Use seminar 
in Charlotte, N.C., provided 
materials for use in the regis- 
tration drive at Norfolk State 
College and rendered many 
more community services. 

In appreciation for the work 
done by the League, Mayor 
Frank A. Dusch has issued a 
proclamation designating the 
year 1969-70 as League of 
Won\en Voter Year in honor 
of their 50th anniversary. 

On April 17 President Nixon 
held a reception and issued a 
similar proclamation honoring 
the nationwide organization.

Marion feels that women 
should be involved in the com- 
munity.

"The image of a woman in 
politics is softer and more ap- 
pealing than it was when a wo- 
man was- suspected— of-hidtfif — 
a broom under her skirts when 
she entered public life." 

Marion finds the League in 
this area a particularly sti- 
mulating, well-informed group 
of women. "The fact that it is 
balanced between Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach gives a wider 
perspective,", she comments. 

In addition ta the coiitribu- 
tions the Leape makes to the 
community, Mrs. Tate finds the 
organization personally stimu- 
lating. "I read newspapers and 
magazines more closely be- 
cause of interest in current 
issues put forward by the 
League. 

"What I don't like about (the) 
L^igue is that it impinges upon 



my indolence ... In (the) 
League you work hard or you' re 
out." 

The Tates have been Tide- 
water residents since 1954. At 
that time Capt. Tate retired 
from the Navy and they moved 
to Norfolk. The family then 
moved to Virginia Beach in 
1956. 

Capt. Tate owns a farm and 
saddle shop on Landstown Road. 
He has imported quarter horses 
from the middle west which 
he plans to show in the. near 
future. Marion describes the 
enterprise as a "completely 
new career." She obviously en- 
joys the farm, but she admits 
that she doesn't ride very much. 

During the time she has lived 
in Virginia Beach" Marion has 
seen the city become a munici- 
pality. She feels that the growth 
in Virginia Beach is a trying, 
but dramatic experience. The 
people, and consequently the 
city, are dynamically active.

She Knows Too Many People

"I'm one of those people who 
gets involved," was Mrs. M.A. 
Poindexter's explanation of 
her crowded garage. 

It is filled with, among other 
things, shoes, clothing, furni- 
ture and assorted odds and ends, 
last week she also found a 
snake in it. 

"You should have seen it a 
few days ago when 1 had five' 
baby beds and a playpen. Some- 
times it gets kind of thick out 
there, but I can always close 
the door and come in the house. 
Before 1 can get it completely 
clean something else always 
comes in..." 



Mrs. Poindexter's primary 
project is the Virginia Beach 
Shoe Bank, which is, naturally, 
headquartered in her garage. 
The Shoe Bank*s main objectlv^e 
IS to provide shoes for needy 
children so they can attend 
school. 

The Shoe Bank opened 3Tarch 
20, 1965 as a project of the 
child welfare committee (of 
which Mrs. Poindexter was 
chairman) of the Ladies Aux- 
iliary of American Legion Post 
113. The Auxiliary has won dis- 
trict, state* and national awards 
for their child welfare projects. 

But as more people became 
familiar with the Shoe Bank, 
more civic organizations be- 
came interested in helping and 
supporting it, so it is now the 
Virginia Beach Shoe Bank, but 
it still operates from the Poln- 
dexter garage at 1201 White 
Heron Drive. 



One thing has led to another, 
and Mrs. Poindexter also re- 
ceives clothing and household 
items. "I guess it comes from 
knowing so many people. The 
information gets around by word 
of mouth. It's so gratifying to 
be able to do these things." 

Where do the shoes come 
from? They are all new— no 
hand-me-downs. Mrs. Poindex- 
ter sends letters to local civic 
organizations. With funds she 
receives she purchases shoes at 
a nominal fee. Most of the shoes 
are from stores that are over- 
stocked- or have shoes that are 
out of style. 

A few shoes have been don- 
ated outright. The main problem 
is with men's shoest They do 
not go out of style as fast, 
and their original cost is higher. 

Mrs. Poindexter has learned 
through experience that sizes 



six through nine in both boys 
and girls shoes are the most 
popular. Although the shoes are 
bought at minimum prices, the 
quality is good. 

Most of her calls for shoes 
come from the Welfare Depart- 
ment, but other calls come from 
civic organizations, fire de- 
partment auxiliaries, churches 
and schools. She insists that all 
shoes be fitted to the recipient. 

Mrs. Poindexter keeps strict 
records of all money received 
and spent and of all shoes dis- 
tributed. So far 3,699 pairs of 
shoes have been distributed in 
the four years the Shoe Bank has 
been in existence. 

Calls come at any time. The 
latest has been 1 a.m. and the 
earliest at 7 a.m. Donations also 
arrive at-any time^^'Whenl go- 
out 1 never know whaf I'll find 
on my steps when I come home."

Proper mowing heights 'Will 
help to control weeds in many 
turf areas. Frequent mowings 
will in most cases cut the 
seed heads off before seeds 
have a chance to form. 

The proper mowing heights 
for the grasses frequently gro- 
wn in Virginia Beach are: Ken- 
tucky 31 Fescue, 2 to 2 1/2 
inches; Bermuda grass. 1/2 
to 1 inch; and zoysia, 3/4 to 1 
inch.

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Avoid Mess of Fruit Trees 



(Editor's m)te: Here Is an- 
other In the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley Judjdns, 
Extension horticulturist a^r- 
ginia Tech.) 

How can you avoid the messy 
fruit which drop on your lawn 
or patio from apple or other 
fruit trees which are used as 
landscape plants? The flowers 
are igittractive in spring and the 
trees are fine for shade and 
form during other seasons, but 
the rotting fruit may be very 
objectionable. 

If the trees are small or med- 
ium size, the best solution may 
be to pick the fruit before they 
ripen. A haU hour's work each 
day will soon remove them all. 
This may seem like a real 
chore, but actually may be a 
nice recreational activity. 

You may speed up the job of 
fruit removal by the pole thin- 
ing method used by peach 
growers. This involves knock- 
ing the fruit off with a piece 
of thick-walled rubber garden 
hose on the end of a four to 
six-foot dowel or pole. Cut a 
piece of hose about 15 inches 
long and slide down over the 
end of the dowel or slender pole 
for about six inches. This must 
fit snuRly. leaving a ilexible 
free end which is used to knock 
off the fruit. 

A sharp blow against a branch 
will dislodge quite a few fruit 
without damage to the tree. 
The others can be removed by 
striking the clusters or indiv- 
idual fruits. 

Although no reliable research 
is avialable to support a positive 
recommendation, the sprays 
which prevent fruit set on apples 
may be used to eliminate un- 
desirable fruit. The success of 
this treatment is influenced by 
climatic conditions and the 
vigor of the tree. Therefore, 
■ the results may vary from quite 
good to relatively poor. This 
spray is suggested for apples 
only. Onthe basis of present 
knowledge, it probably would be 
much less effective on other 
fruit tr^gSi 



and Sevin (carbaryl). Use one 
level teaspoon of 7.1 per cent 
NAA and three level tablespoons 
of Sevin In three gallons of 
water. Do not exceed these am- 
ounts. The Sevin is a poisonous 
insecticide and must be handled 
with care. Read and follow label 
directions. 

Spray the tree thoroughly 
immediately after full bloom 
being sure to wet each flower. 
Somewhat better results maybe 
secured by spraying at the full 
bloom stage, but y the dead 
flowers will be quite unattrac- 
tive. Fruits which develop after 
the spray treatment may be re- 
moved by hand. The NAA and 
Sevin may be secured at your 
local garden center,- seed store 
Dr at dealers who supply such 
products to fruit growers. 

Spray NAA and Sevin only 
on plants from which you desire 
to eliminate the fruit. Avoid 
spraying or permitting drift on 
any food crops or to flowering 
plants and shrubs. The concen- 
trations suggested here may 
cause some wilting of leaves, 
but should not result in serious 



damage when applied to healthy 
vigorous trees. 

The use of higher concentra- 
tions or the application of the 
suggested dosage on weak 
plants, may cause excessive 
leaf drop or possibly death of 
your trees.

Veterans Garden Announced 



The national campaip to Save 
Free TV has enlisted the local 
support of the National Asso- 
ciation of Theatre Owners of 
Virginia along with the indepen- 
dent owners in the Tidewater 
area, anru>unced Bob Morgan, 
executive vice-president of 
Wilder Theatres and committee 
member of NATO's Save Free 
TV. 

Few people, Morgan, stated, 
are aware that the Federal 
Com muni catlonsCommis- 
sion has authorized Pay TV 
beginning June 12, 1969, and 
that unless Congress enacts 
legislation prior to such date 
amending the Communications 
Act, prohibiting the FCC from 
authorizing Pay TV, Pay TV 
will become a reality on that 
date and mark the beginning 
of the end of the public's right 
to free television viewing. 

Morgan pointed up that Pay 
TV, in any form, is a massive 
giveaway to private interests 
and that unless the public re- 



gisters its protest to their U.S. 
Sehators and Cwigressmen, 
they will find themselves having 
to subscribe and pay for the 
same type of television prog- 
rams they now receive on free 
television. 

"The objective of the national 
committee," Morgan declared, 
"is to join with local, civic, 
fraternal, labor, social, golden 
age, school, hospital and other 
groups in soliciting a minimum 
of 25,000,000 signatures on pet- 
itipns urging their Senators and 
Congressmen to take immedi- 
ate action to preclude the FCC 
from authorizing PayTV.inany 
form, whether over-the-air or 
by cable, and to preserve their 
right to free television viewing. 

"There are many people in 
our community," Morgan 
added, "who depend on free 
television as their main source 
of entertainment, recreation, 
education and information, who 
would be unable. to pay for 
programs on Pay TV. Some of 



these people are shut-ins, aged 
or sick. In some cases where 
there are children in the family 
the parents would be hard 
pressed to pay the children's 
viewing bills, no Uss their own. 
These people, as well as all 
members of the p^Uc^have 
the right to free airwaves, which 
should not be usurped for the 
benefit of special Interest. 

Friday, April 25, theatres in 
the area will turn off their mar- 
quee lights in protest of Pay 
TV. "This is not a local effort," 
Morgan pointed out, "all thea- 
tres in the state will be par- 
ticipating." 

"All theatres in the Tide- 
water area are collecting signa- 
tures on petitions and welcome 
the participation of all public- 
minded Citizens who wish to join 
in this campaign to keep tel- 
evision free. Congress must get 
the message that Pay TV is 
definitely not in the public in- 
terest," Morgan concluded.

Plans Approved for Center 



Final plans have been appro^ 
ved for the Atlantic Mental 
Hygiene Center to be built on 
Wildwood Drive near General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach. Bids 
for the Center were opened on 
April 16 and three bids have 
been submitted. 

According to Mrs. Foster 
Gilbert, Administrator of the 
Health Information and Referral 
Center in Norfolk, the advisory 
board of the Center will meet 
on May 5 to decide which bid 
to accept. 

The contract on the Center 
will be let within 10 days after 
acceptance of the bid and work 
will begin within 30 days. 

Federal funds in the amount 
of $55,000 win be applied to- 
ward the construction costs of 
the Center. In order to qualify 
for t he funds there are five 
essential services the Center 
must provide. 

The Center will offer a com- 
[jprehensive program, which Jn- 
cludes the five essential ser- 
vices, listed as outpatient, in- 
patient, emergency, partial 
hospitalization, and consulta- 
tive. 

Outpatient services are al- 
ready being provided at the 
facilities now located at 2022 
Atlantic Avenue. 

Although inpatient services 
win not be offered in the new 
Center, the Center has a con- 
tractural agreement with Nor- 
folk General Hospital and Gen- 
eral Hospital of Virginia Beach 
t6 provide these services. 

Emergency services offered 
by the Center will be assisted 
by General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach personnel as well as 
staff personnel from the Center 
9s,'5igned to emergency calls. 

Partial hospitalization will 
be offered to those patients who 
are well enough to live at home 
but must receive treatment and 
attention during the day. Part 
of this service will include 
individual recreation program- 
ing. 

In offering consultative ser- 
vices the Center will work with 
the community and agencies. 
Some of this service is being 
offered now. 

Even though Virginia Beach 
is the only area serviced by 
the comprehensive program, 
Accomac and Northampton Co- 
unties use outpatient facilities 
of the center. The two counties 
contribute funds for one full 
day's service each week to the 
I Center's operation. A team of 
staff members visits the two 
counties on alternating weeks. 

Administratively the two co- 
unties have 12 members on the 
Advisory Board; Virginia Beach 
I has 24. 



A Portsmouth firm, Yates, 
Boggs, Berkeley and Servlce^^ 
A.I. A. designed the Center. The 
firms was chosen because of 
previous work in this field. 
Portsmouth Community Psych- 
iatric Clinic was designed by 
the firm; the Atlantic Mental 
Hygiene Center is patterned 
after this building. Because so 
much of the groundwork had 



already been done there was 
a large savings In the building 

design. 
In speaking of the new Center 

Mrs. Gilbert said, "We hope 
to have a cooperative program 
with a broader service coord- 
inating the work of the Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation, schooljS 
and courts."
